e Mulches and windbreaks: Re- 
move windbreaks from tender ever- 
greens and from climbing and tree 
roses. Carefully remove the soil 
piled about the canes of the roses 
late last fall. Leave organic ground 
mulches in place where feasible— 
elsewhere dig into the soil. Remove 
evergreen boughs or salt hay from 
strawberry beds. The salt hay may 
be re-used between the rows to act 
as a mulch as well as keep the fruits 
cleaner. Make sure spring-flowering 
bulbs or young shoots from peren- 
nials are not being held down by 
matted leaves. 

e Cold frame: Remove glass for 
most of the day unless unusually 
cold. Use lath shade only after sun 
becomes intense. Water only when 
temperature is rising—foliage must 
be dry when sash is closed at night. 

e Prune roses: Start to prune 
roses early. Remove any spindly 
center growth and cut out dead or 
injured canes. On hybrid teas and 
floribundas cut vigorous canes back 
to 24 inches and weaker canes back 
to 12 inches. Remove any canes 
originating below graft or bud union. 

e Apply fertilizer: Lawns should 
receive an application of fertilizer— 
those formulated especially for 
lawns are preferable. Also apply a 
complete fertilizer to flower beds, 
trees and shrubs. If you happen to 
have wood ashes put a few hand- 
fuls about each clump of peonies— 
the potash in the ashes is most bene- 
ficial. 

e Planting: Seeds of hardy gar- 
den vegetables and annuals can be 
sown this month. Set out plants of 
broccoli, cauliflower, cabbage and 
head lettuce about mid-month. All 
seedlings raised indoors should be 
hardened by being set outdoors in a 
protected frame on warm days. Keep 
them well watered and protect from 
strong winds. 

e Divide perennials: Summer and

autumn-blooming perennials can be 
divided now. Heleniums, Shasta 
daisies and hardy asters usually need 
dividing every year; phlox and del- 
phinium only every three to five 
years; and anemones, hellebores, 
peonies and dictamnus should prac- 
tically never be disturbed. 

e Water-lilies: Replant water- 
lilies that have been growing in the 
same tub of soil for three or four 
years. Replace the top few inches 
of soil in all tubs and top dress with 
dehydrated manure. Then cover 
with 2 inches of sand to keep water 
clean. Remove leaves and winter 
litter from the pool. 

e Spraying and dusting: Begin a 
regular schedule of spraying or dust- 
ing the first of this month. I find 
that a thorough spraying twice a 
month is sufficient provided I rigidly 
adhere to this schedule. Select either 
the all-purpose formulations de- 
signed to take care of most insects 
and diseases or, if you prefer, use 
specific ingredients to control a 
given insect or disease. Be sure to 
follow directions carefully and to 
get thorough coverage—top and 
bottom of all leaves. 

e Nursery stock: Set out new 
plants just as quickly as possible 
after they arrive. If you must delay 
setting out bare root plants, heel 
them in soil in a shaded place. If 
plants are wrapped in plastic they 
can be left unopened for a day or 
two provided they are in a cool 
place and out of the sun. 

e More April pointers: Check all 
trellises, arches and vine supports 
and make repairs before spring 
growth begins; clean out weeds over- 
looked last fall; sharpen edges of 
garden beds; replace illegible labels; 
water when rain is scant.®

More on cardoon 


Two facts not mentioned in the 
February 1961 article (“Vege- 
table delights,” page 78) should 
interest all FLOWER GROWER 
readers. (1) The lovely grey- 
green leaves are often substituted 
for the acanthus leaf in arrange- 
ments. (2) Cardoon was possibly 
the first plant cultivated by prim- 
itive man. Some years ago seeds 
were found stored in crude 
earthen pots, in a cave. The 
seeds may have yielded crops.

Southern 


Ramblings 


by BEN ARTHUR DAVIS 
Meridian, Mississippi 


e Azaleas: This spring there 
seems to be an unusually large num- 
ber of azaleas suffering from chloro- 
sis—the leaves turn yellow and the 
veins remain green. An ounce of 
iron sulphate in a gallon of water 
sprinkled over the leaves and used 
liberally in watering the roots will 
ordinarily correct the trouble, but 
you may make a second applica- 
tion in about three weeks if neces- 
sary. The newer iron chelates are 
also good. Chlorosis, if unchecked, 
will retard growth, greatly weaken 
and in some cases actually kill the 
plants. 

e Scale: The most troublesome 
scale insect of camellias, tea scale, 
also attacks some of the hollies. It 
is practically impossible to grow 
camellias outdoors without giving 
two sprayings annually to control 
scale, one in the spring and another 
in the fall. Very early before the 
new growth begins is the best time 
for the spring spray. A combina- 
tion of oil and malathion is recom- 
mended. 

e Rhododendrons: In the higher 
altitudes of the Upper South rhodo- 
dendrons may be planted late—just 
before the leaf buds expand. Soil 
for the plants must be acid, of 
course. Mulch well after planting. 

e Roses: Prune the cluster type 
of climbing roses just as soon as the 
flower fades, cutting them back well 
to the ground or the next new cane. 


Questions of the Month 


Q. Is it true that the best time to 
move or plant dogwoods is when 
they are in bloom? 

A. No. Plants large enough to 
bloom should be moved earlier, 
when they are completely dormant. 

Q. How early may I begin taking 
cuttings of camellias? 

A. I would suggest waiting until 
about the middle of May, or until 
growth has slowed down.®

F WE ARE LUCKY with the weather, 
| outdoor gardening can begin in 
earnest in April. But cold late rains 
may keep us from digging the soil. 
If plants should arrive when soil is 
still very wet, the excess moisture 
can be blotted up by working dry 
peat moss or vermiculite into the 
soil where plants are to go. 

e Lawns: Rake and remove all 
debris from the lawn. Reseed thin 
areas with a high-quality grass seed. 
Sowing pure Merion Kentucky blue 
grass will gradually convert older 
lawns to this excellent grass. 

Fertilize the lawn now. If you 
use the slow-acting urea fertilizers 
one application will probably suffice. 
If quicker-acting chemicals are used, 
three or more applications will be 
needed during the season. 

April is the last chance to kill this 
summer’s crab grass with a pre- 
emergence control. It must be ap- 
plied before the saucer magnolia 
flowers. 

e Annuals and perenpials: All 
hardy annuals may be sown now 
directly in the garden. Plant peren- 
nial seeds now, not in June. The 
latter time has been advised for 
England but is not applicable to the 
warm climate of the Midwest. 

e Roses: In normal years, from 
the Wisconsin-Illinois line south, 
roses should have all winter protec- 
tion removed by mid-April. How- 
ever, keep some straw or other 
covering handy to toss over plants 
as late freezes can cause trouble. 
Plant new rose bushes as soon as 
possible. Hill the soil about the 
canes to a depth of 6 to 7 inches 
until new foliage starts. 

e Peonies: When shoots first ap- 
pear above soil, spray with captan 
or phaltan to prevent botrytis infec- 
tion which causes buds to blast (not 
open). 

e Compost: Turn the compost 
pile and add a sprinkling of fertilizer 
to speed decomposition.®

Springtime 
on the 
West Coast 


by ROBERT E. ATKINSON 
(Los Angeles, California) 


Egos THE COAST and spreading 
gradually up through the in- 
terior valleys, a great surge of 
growth begins this month. 

Plants injured by frost may now 
be safely pruned and the dead por- 
tions removed. Bananas and gingers 
can be cut to soil level. Citrus, hi- 
biscus and fig should be cut back to 
where new growth is beginning. 

To kill Bermuda grass without in- 
jury to dichondra, spray with dala- 
pon. Use a fine mist and apply at 
the rate of 2 ounces in 3 gallons of 
water on 1,000 square feet. 

Subtropical plants to set out this 
month include citrus, avocado, hi- 
biscus, bougainvillea, macadamia, 
cherimoya, guava and sapote. 

Strawberries require a soil rich 
in organic matter. Add compost or 
rotted manure to the soil before 
planting. Spread a 2-inch layer on 
the soil and thoroughly mix together. 

Only a few of the standard va- 
rieties thrive in the Southwest so 
choose carefully. KLONDYKE was 
formerly popular but is now on the 
wane, replaced by varieties devel- 
oped by the University of California. 
The first of these was SHASTA, a 
vigorous plant especially well 
adapted to the Central Valley of 
California. Fruiting starts in April 
and continues through the summer 
with its peak production in early fall. 
LASSEN is better adapted to the 
South Coast and desert areas. It is 
a heavy producer with moderate re- 
sistance to salinity and alkalinity, 
the bane of Western soils. DONNER 
has the best quality of fruit and 
comes to peak production in the 
spring. Popular everbearing straw- 
berries include ROCKHILL and 
SWEETHEART. In warm areas these 
will fail to produce during the hot- 
test days of summer.

First ald 
for trees 


by JOHN M. HALLER 


S A PROFESSIONAL tree surgeon, 
A I naturally like to have people 

call me or one of my co- 
workers in the field when there is a 
need for tree work. But at the same 
time I am not so professionally jeal- 
ous as to exclude the possibility of 
the homeowner’s doing part of the 
work himself. 

The home gardener may do much 
toward keeping his trees in first-class 
condition. Some things, however, 
he should not attempt, either be- 
cause he lacks the knowledge or the 
equipment or both. He must make 
the final decision on what he can 
do himself and what should be left 
to the tree surgeon. 

In general, the homeowner will 
do well to stay out of tall trees, es- 
pecially those near power lines or 
those that are dangerous for any rea- 
son whatever. Climbing is primarily 
for the young and agile. After age 
35, bones are broken easily and a 
week’s hospital bill will exceed even 
the most expensive tree surgeon’s 
fee by an uncomfortable margin. 

Small and medium-sized trees, 
however, are quite within the reach 
of the home gardener. He may 
climb into them directly or work 
from a ladder. By using long- 
handled pruning saws and shears he 
may even reach most of the tree 
from the ground. Working in trees, 
if one has any kind of climbing 
ability at all, is a form of pure 
pleasure and should be looked for- 
ward to rather than avoided. The 
recreational and spiritual values of 
gardening are well known—those of 
tree-climbing, although less cele- 
brated, are even greater. 

Tree care involves pruning, ca- 
bling and bracing, wound repair, fer- 
tilizing, spraying, planting and re- 
moval of undesirable trees. 

Pruning means the removal of 
dead, diseased, interfering and unde- 
sirable limbs. The homeowner may 
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do all the pruning of his small and 
medium-sized trees if he observes 
three precepts: (1) buy and main- 
tain the proper tools; (2) make all 
cuts flush; (3) paint all cuts with 
tree wound dressing. Of these, the 
last is least important and may be 
omitted if no dressing is available. 
Pruning large trees is a job for the 
specialist. It involves danger to the 
climber, to any persons who may 
happen to be underneath, to build- 
ing and property and to the tree. 
Cabling small and medium-sized 
trees also falls within the province 
of the homeowner. By anticipating 
weak crotches and installing prop- 
erly sized cables in the right places 
(as explained in books on the sub- 
ject), future breakage can be pre- | Wh MV 
vented. Cabling will also hold | ANY 
branches off roofs or fences. \\ sa) 
Wound repair includes the treat- \N\\A 
ment of superficial bark wounds and 
the repair of cavities. The technique 
of treating bark injuries is easily 
mastered. It amounts to no more 
than proper shaping of the wound 
parallel to the line of sap flow, cut- 
ting and smoothing inward to firm 
sapwood, and treating the exposed 
surface with tree wound dressing. 
The repair of cavities, however, 
even apparently simple ones, re- 
quires thorough knowledge of tree 
structure and growth plus a quantity 
of actual experience. 
Fertilizing is the homeowner's 
forte. To fertilize, all he needs to 
do is to punch holes in the ground 
with a pointed bar. The pattern for 
the holes and the kind of fertilizer 
to put in them is described in tree 
books and garden magazines. 
Fertilizing is so simple that many 
of my clients do it themselves, pre- 
ferring to spend their money on 
pruning, cavity repair or other as- 
pects of tree care. Special apparatus 
and expensively rigged trucks are 
not essential for correct feeding. 
They are, in fact, often the badge of 
the high-priced charlatan, who will 
fertilize less well than you yourself. 
Much the same may be said about 
spraying. Impressive-looking equip- 
ment is not always synonymous with 
correct spraying. Some of the most 
elaborate spray trucks I’ve ever seen 
are operated by crooks who charge 
fantastic prices for squirting water 
(sometimes colored with vegetable 
dye) on trees. On the other hand,

tall trees can be properly sprayed 
only by large, powerful machines 
that must be mounted on trucks. 

The homeowner may spray small 
trees and shrubs with a hand-oper- 
ated or hose-end sprayer. The many 
new insecticides and _ fungicides 
make pest control easier than in 
years past. 

Planting, like fertilizing and 
spraying, involves no climbing and 
falls definitely within the homeown- 
er’s realm, except in the case of large 
trees with heavy balls that need to 
be moved with special equipment. 
Bare-rooted trees up to 4 inches in 
diameter may be handled easily, as 
can small balled trees not weighing 
over 100 pounds or so. 

The removal of small trees re- 
quires no more than an axe, a saw, 
a rope and a pair of moderately 
strong arms. The removal of large 
trees, however, is definitely a job 
for specialists. It involves skill and 
special equipment such as chain 
saws and winch trucks. 

The homeowner may save him- 
self a good deal of money by doing 
those phases of tree work that he 
feels are within his power, while at 
the same time benefiting from the 
recreation and the exercise. He will, 
however, do himself a disservice by 
attempting more than he is equipped 
to do. Tree surgeons are available 
all over the country. 

The tree expert is of particular 
value as a diagnostician or con- 
sultant. After the diagnosis is made, 
treatment is sometimes quite simple. 

A few last words of advice. When 
you, as homeowner, do decide to call 
in the professional arborist, make 
every effort to get the best. Deal 
only with a reliable, established firm 
or individual. Fly-by-nights can do 
more than fleece you of your money 
—they can actually harm your trees. 
Beware of door-knockers, glib talk- 
ers, unlettered trucks and phony ref- 
erences. Reserve the right to inspect 
—before paying—each phase of the 
job personally or to have it inspected 
by someone qualified to judge. Re- 
member, it’s your money you're 
spending and your trees that will 
benefit or suffer.®

woodland 
delight

- WAS A SATURDAY MORNING in 
early April and the sun shone 
over the western Pennsylvania hills 
with an unseasonal warmth. We 
children, my three brothers and I, 
ran screaming and laughing about 
the dooryard in an excess of freedom 
from the cumbersome wrappings of 
heavy coats and high-buckled arctics 
just discarded. My father stepped 
from the doorway. “Let’s go for a 
walk,” he invited quietly. 

We roistered about his gray covert 
legs, and then, obedient to his or- 
ders, settled into a trot behind him 
up the hill path, past the brown- 
weathered barn, on past the gum 
tree knob, and stopped at the spring 
for a sip and another sip of its cold 
sweet waters. On across an open 
field and over the chestnut fence that 
marked the line between our farm 
and our neighbor’s.

Early in April I came upon a clump of 
sky-blue blossoms of Hepatica triloba. 


chipmunk or two; but suddenly at 
my feet I discovered a clump of 
lovely pale lavender flowers. “Hepa- 
tica triloba,” my father said, naming 
them for us, and he pointed out the 
flat three-lobed leaves that lay, bat- 
tered and winter worn, beneath the 
fresh rising of young wooly stems. 

If hepatica were a_ protected 
flower then, we did not know it, and 
we filled our chubby hands with 
blossoms while Father kept a warn- 
ing eye on us so that we plucked 
carefully and did not disturb the 
roots of the wooly plants. 

The hepatica became my favorite 
wildflower, and, though I could not 
have expressed the emotions I felt, 
it became for me the true harbinger 
of spring, the perfect symbol of the 
burgeoning season. 


The years passed and with them 
came travel here and there across the 
nation, and every springtime found 
me at my fruitless search for the 
elusive lavender blossoms. Often as 
I stood in an April woods I would 
sniff the air delightedly and know 
that hepatica was there, but it was 
just the warm life-smell of the woods 
in early spring, and I began to won- 
der if my memory were faulty, if 
perhaps hepatica did not smell like 
that at all; if perhaps it had been 
the woods itself I had smelled and 
remembered. 

Just one year ago we purchased 
a tract of land on the Piedmont 
Plateau in Maryland, an_ open 
grassy field and nine acres of wood- 
land. The woodland is filled with 
oak trees and hickory, and has a 
colorful, aromatic edging of sassa- 
fras and dogwood. There is a small 
spring and a stream that gurgles and 
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splashes through the edge of the 
woods. 

And on a January day, bright with 
sunshine, my husband and I wan- 
dered through our woods, dreaming 
of the day when the grassy field 
would hold our house and the life 
of the woods would be a part of our 
own lives—and on a bank high 
above the stream we found a clump 
of green-brown, three-lobed leaves 
partially covered with fallen brown 
leaves of the surrounding oaks. 

I knew what they were, but I 
could not believe it. Mentally I 
marked the spot—the third big oak 
from the broken stake, half-way 
down the bank and near the twisted 
dogwood tree. 

Several times during the following 
weeks I checked my mental marks 
and found my plant, and always it 
looked the same, just the flat leaves 
tight against the ground. 

During the entire month of March 
I was unable to visit our woods, but 
early April found me free, and, on 
a day of hazy warmth I parked my 
car down over the hill from the road 
and fairly ran through the dry leaves, 
not caring if I frightened the animal 
life away unseen. I had come only 
for hepatica. 


And hepatica it was. From among 
those trilobed leaves, more brown 
now than green, had sprung a clump 
of sixteen wooly stems each one 
bearing an open blossom. 

I wandered on deeper into the 
woods among the blooming white- 
ness of the bloodroot daisies and the 
pale pinkness of the pepperroot, and 
everywhere I found hepatica. The 
familiar white and lavender and 
purple hepatica of my childhood, 
and two others I had never seen 
before. One, with a purple tint, had 
six very narrow, colored sepals 
widespread on its fuzzy base, and 
the other was a clump of small blos- 
soms, nearly sky-blue in color, its 
narrow, tapered petal-like sepals 
smaller than the green sepal-like 
leaves below. But its old leaves 
were three-lobed, liver-shaped, its 
stems hairy, and it smelled heavenly. 

And now, as long as this land is 
ours, we shall have hepatica to bless 
our early springtime weeks with its 
pale hues and its sweet woodsy 
perfumes and its tender reminders 
of childhood joys.®

,  panereay for all gardeners, and 
especially for beginners, are 
plant societies. By joining a plant 
society a gardener learns as he 
sees the gardens of fellow members, 
reads publications, buys books at a 
discount, corresponds with members 
in other parts of the country and 
exchanges seeds. 

The most popular hobby plants 
have the most populous societies 
established in their names, not sur- 
prisingly. Thus the American Rose 
Society had 17,500 members in 
December 1959, while the African 
Violet Society had 15,000; the 
American Orchid Society and the 
American Camellia Society were 
neck and neck with 7,000 each; and 
the last of the Top Five, the Amer- 
ican Iris Society, had 5,650 mem- 
bers.

BULB OF THE MONTH 


Narcissus 


‘fee DAFFODIL, the best-known 
narcissus species, naturalizes 
easily. Masses of daffodils 
blooming in your garden, woods 
and grassy areas radiate the 
color and breathe the fragrance 
that identify April as the most 
beautiful month of the year. 
With trumpet daffodils (Nar- 


cissus pseudo-narcissus) plant 
their companions, the jonquils 
(N. jonquilla) and the crisp N. 


poeticus. Blue-flowered “natu- 
ralizing” bulbs such as scillas 
and grape-hyacinths (muscari), 
mixed with the yellow daffodils, 
bring out their color. 

Depending on size of bulb, 
daffodils should be planted about 
6 inches deep in rich, well- 
drained soil in a lightly shaded 
place. The time of planting is 
generally early fall, ahead of 
tulips. —ALLIANORA ROSSE

FLOWER GROWER’S 


1961 check list for 


| |] WATERING— 
Strive for a green 
lawn all summer. 


Every time a lawn is watered it 
should be soaked thoroughly so that 
the soil is moist to a depth of sev- 
eral inches. 

The interior diameter (ID) of 
your hose has a great deal to do 
with how long it will take to water 
a lawn. The ID is the size of the 
hole through which the water flows. 
Hoses come with different interior 
diameters—from %-inch up to %- 
inch. It has been determined that 
a 25-foot length of hose with a % ,¢- 
inch interior diameter will let 7 gal- 
lons of water through per minute. A 
hose the same length with a %- 
inch interior diameter will let 26 
gallons flow through each minute. 
You can put down almost four times 
as much water in a given period with 
a %-inch hose as you can with a 
%-inch hose. 

Make sure that your sprinkler 
covers the entire lawn with an equal 
amount of water. Check this by 
putting out empty cans in various 
spots. After watering a length of 
time, see if all cans have approxi- 
mately the same amount of water 
‘in them. 


| ] WEED CONTROL 
weeds can be 
eliminated. 


Dandelions, plantain and other 
broad-leaf weeds are easily con- 
trolled with the standard 2,4-D and 
2,4,5-T weed killers. Use accord- 
ing to directions. In most instances, 
best kill will be obtained when ap- 
plied to younger weeds. If you wait 
until they are established it may take 
several applications. 

A word of caution: be sure that 


39 


these materials are kept off garden 
plants. They kill or disfigure an- 
nuals, perennials and vegetables 
just as easily as they destroy weeds. 
They have no ill effect on grasses. 

Lawns planted in spring or sum- 
mer will be plagued by more broad- 
leaf weeds than those started in the 
fall. Generally weeds will be kept 
under fair control through your reg- 
ular mowing, soon disappearing. Do 
not use weed killers on new lawns 
until the grass plants are fairly well 
established. 

It would be a good idea to keep a 
spot weed killer on hand for those 
occasional weeds that pop up 
throughout the summer. Several dif- 
ferent types, including pressure can, 
are made. 


L_] FEEDING—make 
sure the grass gets 
enough nitrogen. 


Of all the nutrients we supply our 
grass plants, the element nitrogen 
is the most important. This induces 
leaf growth—which is what we want. 

We can supply this element in 
several different forms—chemical 
and organic. Most chemical lawn 
fertilizers now contain a urea type 
of nitrogen which slowly disinte- 
grates throughout the summer, re- 
leasing the nutriment. This wil! not 
“burn” the grass as other chemicals 
sometimes do when they are not 
thoroughly watered in after applica- 
tion. 

How often you must feed and the 
amount to apply each time depend 
on the type of nitrogen in the plant 
food and its percentage. Check the 
recommendations on the package. 
Directions usually specify once, 
twice or three times during the 
season. If you use a formula that 
must be applied several times, it is 
a good idea to feed once in early 
spring—before lush growth starts— 


and again in late summer before the 
fall growth begins. A third applica- 
tion can be put on in midsummer. 

There are also soluble fertilizers 
that can be used effectively on 
lawns. These, of course, are applied 
with a hose-end applicator. 

When spreading dry formulas, 
make sure that the spreader setting is 
correct and that you do not skip 
areas between each pass with the 
spreader. These blank areas will 
show up as a lighter green stripe in 
the lawn. 


L_] CRAB GRASS— 
control it before and 
after it germinates. 


Crab grass is no longer the threat 
that it was several years ago. Control 
can start in late winter or very early 
spring by applying a pre-emergence 
killer. These materials prevent the 
young crab grass plants from 
growing. However, they should be 
applied before crab grass plants 
germinate in the spring. This is 
usually about the time daffodils 
bloom. Another time that these ma- 
terials can be applied is in the fall 
after the crab grass has been killed 
by frost. Be sure to apply according 
to directions and do not leave any 
gaps as you will be sure to notice 
them by the presence of crab grass. 

If you missed applying a pre- 
mergence killer, you can still use one 
of the improved post-emergence 
killers. Like killing broad-leaf weeds, 
the earlier you apply the easier it 
will be to kill the plants. Once the 
crab grass plants are established it 
may take several. applications to 
achieve complete kill. 

Maintaining a fairly high cut will 
also tend to deter the growth of crab 
grass. Also, proper feeding will re- 
sult in stronger permanent grass 
plants that have a better chance to 
compete with crab grass. 
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healthy, green lawns 


[-] RENOVATING— 
reseed bare spots, 
remove thatch. 


Many lawns can be renovated and 
improved by reseeding bare and 
sparse areas. This should be the 
first choice rather than remaking the 
lawn if possible. If 50% or more 
of the area is covered with grass it is 
best to renovate. 

When reseeding bare spots, be 
sure to fertilize well and use a good 
mixture of seed—preferably the 
same type of grass that is predomi- 
nant on the remainder of the lawn. 
Keep the reseeded areas well wa- 
tered until new grass plants are 
established. 

Several new machines are now 
available to remove the thatch from 
established lawns. Thatch is the par- 
tially or totally undecomposed clip- 
pings and leaves that form a mat on 
the surface of the soil. This thatch 
mat is an ideal breeding and growing 
place for insects and diseases. The 
machines bring all this material to 
the surface for removal by raking or 
sweeping. 


DISEASES—use 
fungicides and 
sood culture 


Diseases are hard to spot in a 
lawn. Very often what is thought 
to be disease is really the ‘result of 
poor culture. Inadequate or im- 
proper fertilizing and watering can 
cause symptoms that are like disease 
—general poor condition and brown- 
ing out. 

The first thing to do to keep 
disease in check is to keep the lawn 
adequately fed and watered when it 
is needed. Another cultural factor 
is the removal of clippings. When 
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diseases are prevalent, or when 
there is a spell of exceptionally wet 
weather, it would be advisable to re- 
move all clippings from the lawn. 
This can be done with a catcher on 
the mower or by sweeping or raking. 

Several specific fungicides are now 
available for lawns. Time and fre- 
quency of application are most im- 
portant. Theoretically, fungicides 
should be applied before infection— 
they mostly prevent disease. There- 
fore, fungicides should be applied at 
the first sign of diseases. Also, it may 
be necessary to repeat applications 
several times. 


|_] GRASSES —suit 
the garden 
Situation. 


A person making a lawn today 
has several choices of grass seed 
mixture. The mixtures are based on 
the kind of turf required. For ex- 
ample, on the area where the chil- 
dren will play or where the turf 
will get other rough treatment, you 
would not use the same type of grass 
as you would for the “show” area 
that is never walked on except when 
you are mowing, feeding, or doing 
other maintenance. 

On the other hand, there are 
blends for “average” use that can 
stand a certain amount of traffic and 
abuse yet will still give a good ap- 
pearance. These are the blends that 
are most widely used. 

It is a good idea to consider 
specific blends for specific uses 
around your home. It is not uncom- 
mon to find several different types 
of grass used in one landscape. A 
word of caution, though: make sure 
that each is a separate unit. It is not 
advisable to mix them—especially 
with the “rough-treatment” blends. 
These usually contain the coarser 
bladed fescue grasses that when 
mixed with finer-bladed grasses stand 


out like weed grasses. However, 
when planted solidly in a particular 
area they have looks as well as 
toughness. 

For best results, these blends 
should be mowed at different heights. 
Check the mowing section above. 

Zoysia may be the grass for you, 
too. This is also “tough” grass that 
can stand abuse once it is estab- 
lished. It has disadvantages in the 
North in that it turns brown during 
the winter months. However, for 
summer homes and places where a 
green lawn is needed only during the 
summer months, this may be a good 
choice. Zoysia needs a sunny loca- 
tion and should be adequately ferti- 
lized, weeded and watered. Once 
established, though, it will grow with 
little attention. Zoysia should be 
mowed at a height of %4 inch. This 
induces lateral growth.® 


|_|] NEW LAWNS— 
can be made all 
spring but late 
Summer is best. 


Lawns made from mid-August 
through mid-September have the 
best chance for getting off to a good 
start. However, lawns can be made 
throughout the spring, so long as 
they are given enough moisture, es- 
pecially in the summer. In fact, 
you’re ahead with a spring lawn. 

Lawns made in the summer 
months should be watered at a mini- 
mum of twice a day—morning and 
evening—and preferably a_ third 
time at noon. Leave the sprinkler 
on for a half hour at each watering. 
It would be a good idea to borrow 
enough sprinklers to cover the en- 
tire area so that they could be left 
in the same position until the grass 
has germinated—a few weeks.

Sow seeds indoors 


eri TS OF SEED have already 
started to arrive in the mail. No 
need to wait for warm weather be- 
fore planting them. Most can be 
sown indoors three to six weeks 
ahead of the safe outdoor planting 
date. And these early-sown seeds 
will produce the earliest flowers and 
vegetables. 

Individual seeds can be sown in 
the marvelous peat-fibre or humus 
pots. These have a great advantage: 
when it is time to set the seedling in 
the garden you plant pot and all, with 
no setback or shock to the seedling. 
Where large numbers of seeds are to

Hobby flower supreme: 


Day-lilies for 
all gardeners 


by RUTH REDDING 


HE DAY-LILY is one flowering perennial which may 

be grown successfully over the entire United States. 
Add to this adaptability the fabulous improvement made 
within the past ten years and it is easy to understand 
the day-lily’s snowballing popularity. 

We Southerners are especially fortunate, since most 
of us (except in extremes of location) may grow both 
dormant and evergreen varieties, including the semi- 
dormant and the semi-evergreen. Personally I like to 
grow all types—each has its own particular appeal and 
virtues. 

Along with this treasure of new hybrids with their 
clear colors and lovely forms has come a growing 
recognition of the need for better culture. No longer 
are we satisfied to stick day-lilies in a hole just any- 
where and promptly forget them. We like to feel that 
these are prima donnas and we want to give them prima 
donna treatment. 

Where the soil is very poor we dig deep holes ahead 
of planting time and bury foliage and any green waste 
material. This in a relatively short time results in much- 
improved soil conditions. When planting, if the soil is 
too light or too heavy we add peat moss or old oak 
leaves so that the plant roots may develop and forage 
easily. 

The best time for setting out newly bought plants is 
early spring or fall but I must confess that we South- 
erners set them out any time it isn’t actually freezing. 
The poorest time, I suppose, is the end of summer at 
the peak of the hot weather. Plants are more inclined 
then to develop crown rot, especially if they have trav- 
eled a long distance through the mail. 

Given full-sized plants, nearly all will bloom the first 
spring season. However, each newly set plant should 
be given adequate time—at least two seasons—to adapt 
and establish itself, to reach its peak of perfection. I, 
along with others, have been guilty of criticizing a new 
bloom for being small or poorly colored and then the 
next season have been overwhelmed by the surprising 
beauty of this same variety. 

There are as many different opinions and theories 
about fertilizers and fertilizing as there are day-lily 
growers. Advice ranges all the way from “positively no 
fertilizer at all” (where soil is abundantly rich) to

“fertilize every three weeks” and 
even to “sink cans of poultry 
manure among the plants, adding 
water which seeps out through a 
small hole near the bottom and 
keeps the plants constantly fed.” I 
pursue a middle-of-the-road course: 
enough fertilizing to bring out the 
healthiest looking foliage and the 
most beautiful bloom possible, yet 
not working deliberately for plant 
increase. Fast increase to me means 
having to dig up and divide the 
clumps sooner than would otherwise 
be necessary. Also, I feel that some- 
times fast increase occurs at the 
expense of abundance and quality 
of bloom. 


When setting out new plants or 
moving old ones I mix superphos- 
phate in the soil under them. 
Superphosphate does not burn. Inci- 
dentally, I first cut back the tops 
and trim the roots. even when mov- 
ing plants around in the same bed. 
Years ago I was told that day-lilies 
often sulked unless this course was 
followed and my experience has 
proven it a good precaution. 

I use different fertilizers accord- 
ing to the season. Our light sandy 
soil leaches out very quickly and 
requires the addition of a balanced 
mixture such as 4-10-7. This is used 
at the end of winter before the 
flower scapes appear. Also, using 
the hose with spray jar attached, I 
give a light foliar feeding of a high- 
analysis plant food. Later, to give 
them a pick-up after blooming, 
4-10-7 or 9-12-12 is scattered 
lightly around the plants and, if no 
rain is in sight, watered in. In the 
fall I use a mixture of potash and 
superphosphate. leaving out the ni- 
trogen (the first analysis figure) so 
as not to encourage lush growth 
before cold. The potash hardens 
off the plants and the superphos- 
phate helps root development. 


I should mention that before I 
started this schedule of fertilizing we 
had the soil tested and analyzed by 
the county agent. Following his ad- 
vice we scattered over all the gar- 
dening territory a fairly heavy 
covering of basic slag (lime) to 
which potash had been added. It’s 
a good idea to have the county agent 
test your soil and advise what it 
lacks and needs. Some of the heavier 
soils lack superphosphate, sandy 
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soils such as ours sadly lack potash. 
In general the consensus among the 
day-lily growers and dealers is “use 
a balanced mixture, such as 4-10-7, 
scattered lightly around the plants 
and watered in after cold weather 
is about over and before scapes ap- 
pear, then again after blooming.” 


Many of us mulch all year long 
to keep out weeds and to maintain 
the temperature at a more even rate 
—cooler in the summer, warmer in 
the winter. There are some dis- 
advantages to mulching, but as 
English gardeners often say, “There 
are disadvantages to all gardening 
practices; one must choose the way 
with the least.” And here in Gulf- 
port. Mississippi, mulching is cer- 
tainly the “way with the least.” 
Gardening extensively, as we do, 
and without hired help, would be 
impossible without mulching. In 
each open spot of soil every type of 
weed and wild grass seed comes up. 

Fortunately nature provides plenty 
of mulching material. We use pine 
needles and oak leaves which we 
gather and bring in ourselves, saw- 
dust and pecan hulls which we pay 
to have delivered. We use sawdust 
around tiny seedlings, the oak leaves 
among most of the others, pine 
needles around the largest plants 
and in the paths, pecan hulls as a 
light dressing. A heavy mulch of 
pecan hulls is likely to pack and 
become solid as stone. However, 
used correctly they are an aid to soil 
improvement. As a light fertilizing 
mulch we use some chicken and 
dairy manure, but these are difficult 
and quite expensive to obtain; be 
sides, we must be careful how we 
distribute manure around day-lily 
plants. Particularly at the end of 
summer, it is inclined to encourage 
crown rot and foliage rust and we 
try to preserve the day-lily’s natural 
tendency to have healthy foliage. 


If fungus does develop or pests 
such as thrips or aphids appear, you 
can rout either or both with the 
newest insecticides or fungicides. If 
these are not to be bought nearby 
they may always be ordered through 
the flower catalogs. We’ve success- 
fully used captan and fermate for 
disease; DDT, malathion and ara- 
mite for pests. 

Except in tropical Florida, or 
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under approximate conditions, day- 
lily foliage is not evergreen in the 
true sense of the word. So-called 
evergreen varieties do lose their 
foliage, but in a different manner 
from the dormant. Instead of shed- 
ding their foliage by the calendar as 
the “dormants” do, the “evergreens” 
must be killed back by heavy frost 
or hard freezing. But for most of us 
our day-lilies are without winter foli- 
age. Therefore we should provide 
some sort of hardy evergreen edging 
that will keep up the appearance of 
permanent plantings. For this pur- 
pose liriope is excellent. Not the 
tiny running sort but the “clumping” 
kind, which is not invasive. This 
liriope is tough and may be mowed 
into: thus it saves hand-edging of the 
bed or lawn. 


The varieties I list below have 
excellent reputations; most have 
won, or will win, national awards; 
all grow over widely scattered sec- 
tions of the South, indeed many even 
in the North and Midwest. I have 
seen each in bloom and grow many 
of them myself. The list includes a 
wide diversity of color and form; 
prices range from 50¢ to $25. The 
high-priced ones are well worth put- 
ting on a “want” list until stock in- 
creases and prices accordingly lower. 
Abbreviations used are “Ev.” for 
evergreen and “Dor.” for dormant.

AFRICAN-VIOLET 


Gs No. 1 HOUSE PLANT is a de- 
light to beginners as well as 
“old hands,” for the African-violet 
belies its exotic looks by its modest 
needs. Choose among singles and 
doubles in blues, pinks, reds, purples, 
pure white. Start with potted plants, 
or root leaf cuttings: dip the end of 
the leaf’s 1-inch stem into hormone 
powder, insert into sand or vermicu- 
lite, keep moist. Separate the tiny 
plants around the parent stem, pot 
up in sterilized soil in sterile pots 
(boil them). Purchase soil, or mix 
1 part sand, 1 part loam, 2 parts 
humus, bake | hour at 250°. Year- 
round bloom will repay you for 
ample light, natural or fluorescent 
(shade from too-hot sun), plus good 
drainage, plenty of humidity (set 
pots on pebbles in trays of water). 
Water judiciously with room-tem- 
perature water; never let soil stay 
sopping wet. Monthly, give soluble 
plant food. Syringe leaves occa- 
sionally (room-temperature water), 
let dry away from sunlight. To look 
forward to: propagating your favor- 
ites, or perhaps a try at hybridizing 
—new varieties have rewarded 
many hobbyists.

pe offer much—lavish bor- 
der display, flowers for cutting, 
blooms of exhibition quality. Their 
many classes include all colors but 
blue, a variety of flower forms and 
a choice of sizes from 2-inch minia- 
tures to foot-wide giants on 6-foot 
plants. Plant tubers when soil is 
thoroughly warm—4 feet apart for 
tall kinds, 2 to 3 feet for others. 
Musts: good soil drainage and air 
circulation, full sun (except in hot- 
test regions). Dig planting holes 12 
inches wide and deep; add 2 inches 
of compost or strawy manure, top- 
soil, plus a handful each of super- 
phosphate and 5-10-5. Drive a 
stout stake; set tuber (on a layer of 
topsoil) with eye toward stake and 
slanting upwards. Cover with 2 
inches of soil, fill hollow as plant 
grows. Pinch when there are 3 pairs 
of leaves. Tie loosely to stake. For 
big blooms, pinch out laterals and 
all but a few main shoots, disbud 
rigorously. Soak soil weekly; don’t 
wet foliage. After frost, lift and 
store tubers. Don’t forget the Colt- 
ness and Unwin hybrids, easy as 
annuals from seed and tubers can 
be saved to plant the next year.

WENTWORTH 


GLADIOLUS 


LOWING in virtually every color 

known to the garden (except 
true blue), the gladiolus has not 
been robbed of any of its fascina- 
tion by its ease of culture. Frilled, 
ruffled, single, double, even fragrant, 
ranging from miniature to man-high, 
gladiolus are stunning in the border 
and in arrangements. Even first- 
season hobbyists have grown flower- 
show winners. Gladiolus will grow 
in most soils of average fertility. 
Group 10 to 20 corms of a variety 
in the border or against shrubs. For 
cutting, space trenches 2% feet 
apart, work in a sprinkle of 5-10-5, 
cover this with soil, set corms 3 to 
4 inches apart. Cover 3 to 6 inches 
deep (from base of corm), depend- 
ing on size of corm and heaviness 
of soil. Cultivate, hilling slightly, 
until 12 inches high; then mulch. 
Stake tall sorts. For succession, 
plant every 10 days, mid-April to 
mid-July. After foliage yellows, dig, 
cure and treat corms with DDT 
against thrips; store away from 
frost. Anti-thrip insurance during 
growth: spray or dust with DDT 
every 10 days. Start when leaves 
first appear above the ground.

I] ERBACEOUS PEONIES like to 

“stay put” when they’re happy 
—specimens 50 years old are not 
unknown. May and June bloomers, 
they are perfect with iris, day-lilies; 
foliage is a border asset all summer. 
Forms: single, semidouble, double, 
and Japanese; some are fragrant. 
Choose among whites, pinks, reds, 
yellows. They prefer heavy but 
well-drained soil and need full sun; 
they’re not adapted to very warm 
climates. At planting time (prefer- 
ably early fall), dig holes 2 feet 
deep, 2 to 3 feet apart; work in top- 
soil, rotted manure, bone meal, low- 
nitrogen fertilizer. Add lime only if 
soil is acid. Cover with layer of top- 
soil; set divisions so that bud is cov- 
ered 2 inches, no more. Firm soil. 
In early spring and twice more at 
10-day intervals, spray with Bor- 
deaux mixture or ferbam against 
botrytis. In fall, cut off and burn 
foliage. Other hints: use hoop sup- 
ports. Disbud for bigger blooms. 
Apply all-purpose fertilizer after 
petals drop. Soak soil when dry. If 
after you have dozens of herbaceous 
peonies and want to try something 
different, grow a tree peony.

ROSE 


A S FOR CENTURIES PAST, the rose 

still reigns as queen of the gar- 
den. Modern breeding has improved 
hardiness, extended bloom and 
added new varieties and classes. All- 
around favorites are hybrid teas and 
floribundas, but you'll soon want to 
add others. Reqtired: good air cir- 
culation, well-drained soil, adequate 
sun (some shade is OK). Prepare 
soil deeply, adding humus. Plant 
roses in fall or spring—bareroot or 
from pots. Set in generous hole on 
a mound that brings union of stock 
and scion 1 to 2 inches below soil 
level in the North, several inches 
above in the South. Work soil firmly 
between roots; cover, tramp down. 
Soak thoroughly. Mound soil 8 
inches deep about canes. Leave 
covering through winter or, for 
spring planting, until growth starts. 
Feed in spring, early August. When 
watering, soak deeply; don’t wet 
foilage. For pests and diseases, use 
all-purpose rose dust or spray. In 
cold climates, hill up over winter. 
Prune in spring before buds burst. 
And if your space permits consider 
planting a few of the delightful old- 
fashioned roses.

BEARDED IRIS 


| carne: of texture and exquisite 
of color and scent, the bearded 
iris is surprisingly tolerant of wide- 
ranging garden conditions’ For 3 
to 4 months of bloom in innumer- 
able shades of blue, purple, pink, 
red, yellow, bronze and _ white, 
choose dwarfs (4 to 10 inch), the 
earliest; 2-foot intermediates for 
midseason; and the queenly tall iris 
(2 to 4 feet) for late May and June. 
Select a sunny spot with good drain- 
age, add humus, fork over to 10- 
inch depth, and set out iris in mid- 
summer. Cut foliage back to 6 
inches; place rhizomes 8 to 12 inches 
apart within each group for large 
types, closer for dwarfs. Set rhi- 
zome so top will be barely under 
surface; cover roots, water to settle. 
Mulch lightly the first winter. Ap- 
ply all-purpose fertilizer in spring 
and early fall. Divide after bloom- 
ing every 3 years, orf whenever 
crowded. Foil borers with weekly 
DDT spraying from spring to bloom- 
time. Remove and burn all dead 
foliage, spring and fall. Remove 
flowers as they fade. Never apply 
manure directly over rhizomes as 
this may result in rhizome rot.®

RHODODENDRONS 


A great past, an even greater future 


HODODENDRONS AND AZALEAS are rapidly becoming the most 
R sought-after garden shrubs in America. These plants have long 
been treasured in many parts of the world. Some of the most 
beautiful ones can be seen in Great Britain, China, Japan and on our 
own Pacilic Northwest, in the South and in some parts of the Eastern 
United States. 

Where did the forebears of these great plants come from? Native 
species are found from the Arctic to the tropics in a wide range of 
colors and in size from 80-foot giants to dwarfs a few inches high. 
Over the years these have been collected and transported from one 
country to another. Intrigued with the diversity of the group, plants- 
men have transferred pollen from one species to another so that 
today we have many hybrids. 

But in spite of this vast interest in rhododendrons and azaleas, 
their distribution in American gardens is surprisingly limited. It is 
difficult to cite any one reason for this but perhaps it is because 
in the past the major interest has centered around the more tender 
varieties, with far less emphasis being given to the hardier types. 
Fortunately this trend has gradually reversed and today, in addition 
to hardy native species, there are many fine hybrids which can be 
grown in the colder climes. And the work towards hardiness has 
barely begun—the future is bright. There is no lack of material 
to work with because hardy species have been found in the colder 
areas of the United States, the Arctic, the Himalayan and Caucasus 
Mountains, Northeast Asia, China and Japan. 

Other sources of encouragement for northern rhododendron and 
azalea admirers are the test gardens that have been started within 
recent years, with the express purpose of discovering varieties and 
species that will grow in a given area. Among these are the gardens 
at the Arnold Arboretum, Boston, Massachusetts, the Waltham Field 
Station, Waltham, Massachusetts, and those in Michigan and 
Minnesota. 

Although far from a complete list of the hardier rhododendron and 
azalea varieties, the following will serve as a beginning list for those 
interested in adding these shrubs to their gardens. Not listed here are 
the hardier species, but these should not be overlooked as many are 
very beautiful. 

Among rhododendrons rated as “ironclad” or hardy to -25° are 
hybrids of Rhododendron catawbiense—BOULE DE NEIGE, CATAW- 
BIENSE ALBUM, CHARLES DICKENS, Mrs. C. S. SARGENT; also the 
Dexter hybrids. 

Rated as hardy to -15° are ALBUM GRANDIFLORUM ATROSAN- 
GUINEUM, Dr. V. H. RUTGERS, EVERESTIANUM and LEE’s DARK 
PURPLE. 

Other hardy varieties, rated hardy to -5°, include BLUE PETER, 
GOLDSWORTH YELLOW, JEAN MARIE DE MONTAGU, MADAME DE 
BRUIN. 

Among azaleas the Gable hybrids such as ROSEBUD and PURPLE 
SPLENDOR as well as the groups known as Ghents, Mollis, Exbury, 
Vuyk and Glen Dale (some varieties) have proven hardy.

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from spending money. Further- 
more, all these full-grown chrysan- 
themums did not lose their looks, 
despite one really lashing rainstorm 
in mid-October, until November 16, 
a matter of 71 days, so it really 
worked out to just 37 cents a day— 
actually a bargain! After the frost 
of October 22, flowers that had not 
reached peak of bloom recovered 
and carried on. Varieties like the 
single GoLp Daisy, which had 
started early (and it has less sub- 
stance anyway) were cut back, but 
still much of the show continued. 

By November 5 we had had more 
than one quite hard frost, but I 
found buds that would still open. 

The big planting was arranged on 
each side of the front door in asso- 
ciation with the dwarf ilex there. I 
don’t recall ever having perennials 
“out front” before but it is such 
a joy to have brightness where gen- 
teel green has previously prevailed 
that I urge you too to plan for color 
at the foundation. I chose mainly 
tall varieties, and in rich hues—the 
astounding new _ bronze-and-gold 
MarpiI Gras, terra-cotta HEaAD- 
LINER, YELLOW AVALANCHE, 
BRONZE QUEEN for the foreground, 
and a few plants of the yellow- 
centered white AVALANCHE to set off 
the others and also to tie the whole 
thing in with the white house. 

In the kitchen dooryard garden, 
I put in an all-yellow group of four 
plants (and removed an evergreen 
to do it). How everyone admired 
this planting of the early deep yel- 
low TONKA, CANARY WONDER (at 
the back and slower to open), YEL- 
Low Spoon for contrast in form, 
with GoLp Daisy, a low single, in 
front. 

Perhaps you won’t want as much 
yellow as I do. You may prefer 
more red or the pastel pinks and 
lavenders. Whatever your prefer- 
ence, unless it’s true blue, you will 
find it among the chrysanthemums. 
When I visited Bristol Nurseries last 
October, I nearly went mad with the 
delectable color combinations there. 
Certainly if you plan for bouquets, 
you will want to select colors to 
harmonize with the interior decora- 
tion of your house. (Incidentally, 
you will find the catalog color plates 
most helpful—unreliable, I think, 
only in some of the pink-lavender 
shades. Heights and blooming dates 
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couldn't be more useful.) Here are 
just a few of the go-togethers I found 
irresistible: Chippa-Red and Spar- 
kling (pink); Admiration (peach 
blend) and Sparkling; Chippewa 
(purple) and Lavender Beacon; 
Ruby Breithaupt (creamy-yellow) 
with Lavender Beacon. Lady Fair 
(orchid-pink), and the deep Purple 
Heart—a wonderful sequence; Old 
Lavender, Avalanche (white), Yel- 
low Avalanche, and Fascination 
(silvery blend of lavender, pink, 
white ); Huntsman (scarlet to gold) 
and Admiration (peach); Mikado 
(red-gold cactus type); Lee Powell 
(gold), and Champagne (cream); 
Cortis Rice (gold) and Cinnabar 
(deep red); Cinnabar, Pastelle (pale 
coral), Girl Friend (pink), with 
Minnehaha (coral-pink) for edging 
—a subtle combination. 

Avoid unrelieved bronze and red 
shades in front of evergreens, gray 
stone walls or other dark back- 
grounds. They simply don’t show 
unless pale colors are mixed with 
them. Do consider the value of the 
dwarf types as edgings with fresh in- 
terest for shrubbery borders. Yel- 
lows and whites are excellent for this 
purpose and show up especially well 
for plantings at a little distance from 
the house. 

Since none of us can possibly 
have all the chrysanthemums we 
want, I'd suggest selecting for pur- 
pose, that is, tall or low-growing— 
and there are certainly some darling 
small ones, especially the dwarf yel- 
low MOONLIGHT SPOON—for variety 
of form, as spoon, cactus, double but 
certainly some singles, and also for 
season. Where you live, if frosts 
are early, you may want to concen- 
trate on September bloom with only 
a few late varieties to extend the 
season, in case they “make it.” If 
frosts are late for you, you will want 
to try a few of the flower arranger’s 
choice, the spider chrysanthemums. 

Probably like me you will concen- 
trate on the big “decoratives,” with 
some low growers, some singles. A 
not-quite-manageable list in a full 
color range might include these out- 
standing varieties (do check a cata- 
log for fuller descriptions): Bronze 
—Headliner, Huntsman, John Furst, 
Mardi Gras; “red”—Chippa-Red, 
Cinnabar, Fire Engine, Fred Stone; 
pink—-Minnehaha, Sparkling; laven- 
der—Fascination (pale), Lady Fair,

If you buy plants in early fall, 
the grower has absorbed the minor 
headaches of culture—and really 
they are minor—but if you have the 
space and want to grow your own 
chrysanthemums anyway, there are 
just a few things to keep in mind. 
Full sunshine, I'd say, though light 
shade is recommended by some, and 
well-prepared soil to 12 or 15 inches, 
with extra fertilizer short on nitro- 
gen or you will get too much green 
growth. Good drainage is essential. 
And don’t crowd! Thick plantings 
are hazardous, an invitation to every- 
thing you don’t want—too much 
height, too many ills. The tall 
varieties need a good 2 feet between, 
and so do most of the cushion chry- 
santhemums. Little fellows like the 
English Lilliputs need 10 to 18 
inches, depending on their spread. 

The three most common com- 
plaints among chrysanthemum en- 
thusiasts are: my plants grow too 
tall; the lower stems turn brown 
and lose leaves; plants winterkill. 

First then, about height. You can 
control this by pinching out the cen- 
ter of each single, spring division so 
that the plant will branch. Pinch at 
6 inches and again at 6, and once or 
twice more as the season in your 
locality indicates. Here in Connec- 
ticut, we don’t check growth after 
about July 20. In Philadelphia or 
farther south, you might keep at it 
until early August since frost will be 
later there and so the making of 
buds can be held off a little longer. 

Some kind of support may be 
necessary anyway. The English 
method of thrusting strong brush, 
like that from a privet hedge, among 
the plants works well, only you have 
to gaze on brush until the plants 
conceal it. The simplest device, but 
it always looks awful, is three stakes 
around the outside of the plant with 
a green string joining them to make 
a strong circle. A stake for each 
arm of growth and fastened with a 
Twistem looks better but is a lot of 
trouble. For tall plants, those 
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double-ring, tripod peony supports 
are dandy. I am having some smaller 
ones made for my lower-growing 
chrysanthemums. 

As I have said, uncrowded plant- 
ings, Open to the sun, tend to pro- 
duce stockier growth with less need 
for staking, and also where light and 
air reach the whole plant there’s less 
likelihood of browning of low foli- 
age. Watch out too that growth 
doesn’t harden in a spell of drought 
and turn brown on that account. 
When rain fails, water plants deeply 
to keep tissues properly soft and ab- 
sorbent. And if you regularly dust 
or spray the rest of the garden with 
an all-purpose material, go over the 
chrysanthemums occasionally too. 
This will check aphids so likely to 
get at the growing tips, and likewise 
the fungus that may be responsible 
for that browning. A preparation 
containing Phaltan or Captan is fine 
insurance against this. Of course, if 
your soil harbors nematodes, you 
are in a bad way since no cure is yet 
known. With nematodes there are 
usually brown wedges in the leaves 
plus the progressive drying up of 
stems. Even so you can probably 
hold onto your choice varieties by 
propagating from tip cuttings only 
and selecting a new location for 
your chrysanthemums next year. 
Remove badly affected plants and 
mulch to prevent splashing. 

Now about wintering. Not many 
of the chrysanthemums I most ad- 
mire are likely to winter safely ex- 
cept in a cold frame and, unless 
plants are in a bed over which a 
portable frame can be placed. this 
is a big do. I am more likely to 
mulch plants in place after the first 
hard freeze with oak leaves or salt 
hay, and hope for luck. Usually I 
salvage some. Another method is 
to lift plants with some earth 
(especially in areas of questionable 
drainage), placing them on top of 
the soil, and packing oak leaves (not 
soggy maple) or some other mulch 
between and over, anchoring all 
with a few evergreen boughs. Place 
the mulch after a real freeze. 

All of which makes September, 
in-bud clumps an _ uncomplicated 
joy. Either way though, autumn 
plants or spring plantlets, you must 
have chrysanthemums, and lots of 
them, for they are fall’s final—and 
finest—perennial.®

Holly thrives | 
33 states! 


by TOM DILATUSH 


OR YEARS I’ve been saying that 
holly would grow in colder cli- 
mates than most people thought 
possible. And many times I have 
convinced gardeners in cold regions 
to plant holly. But in spite of my 
confidence in the cold tolerance of 
holly, I still enjoy receiving letters 
telling me that hollies planted ten 
to fifteen years ago, where tempera- 
tures dip low, are growing beayiti- 
fully. 
This past year I mailed several 
hundred questionnaires to cold- 
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climate gardeners asking about 
hardiness, fertilizer, berries, insects, 
et cetera. The replies were so in- 
teresting that I left the weeds in the 
garden and took a month-long trip 
to see for myself how holly grew in 
different parts of the country. 

In eastern Kansas, southern Iowa 
and most of Missouri, hollies were 
not often seen, yet almost every- 
where I saw holly plants they were 
beautiful. In many places Scotch 
pine trees were used as an evergreen 
background and wind break. 


Near Kansas City, holly grows 
better than it does over much of the 
East Coast. The growth is faster, 
yet the winters are colder. How 
can this be? Deep rich well-drained 
soil is part of the answer. Then, 
too, the growing season is shorter 
but faster. The hollies make a 
quick spring and summer growth 
and the longer drier autumn causes 
them to harden off fully to a won- 
derful dark green before winter. 

Hollies will often grow in corn 
country but seldom do well on the 
open range or in dry wheat regions. 
At Beatrice, Nebraska, hollies grow 
slowly. But not far away at Coin, 
lowa, and St. Joseph, Missouri, hol- 
lies grow beautifully. 

In spite of the cold, hollies will 
live at Harcourt and Waterloo, 
lowa. Beautiful plants may be 
found at Detroit, Lansing and even 
as far north as Clare, Michigan! 
Similarly, there are good hollies over 
much of Massachusetts and as far 
north as Bennington, Vermont, and 





Manchester, New Hampshire. In 
many of the coldest areas it is wise 
to protect plants in the winter. A 
good thick mulch of ground corn- 
cobs, wood chips or other porous 
material should be spread over the 
root area before the ground freezes. 
This is best raked off in the spring 
after severe frosts are over and be- 
fore fertilizer is put on. Winter 
wind shelters are easily made from 
corn stalks or evergreen boughs 
leaned and tied against a wire fence 
surrounding the holly. For maxi- 
mum enjoyment of the colorful red 
berries this screen need not be put 
up until bitter cold weather begins. 
In areas colder than Michigan and 
Vermont holly may not be a success. 

In cold areas I have noticed that 
hollies seldom grow well in open 
nursery fields, yet they grow won- 
derfully in home gardens. This is 
because hollies dislike strong winds 
but do not mind reasonably cold 
temperatures. Most home yards 
have reasonably wind-sheltered 
planting locations whereas most 
nursery fields are open and wind- 
swept. 

Hollies grow well over much of 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio. The best 
holly areas are near the lakes and 
rivers in light sandy loams and in 
farm country where the soil is deep, 
rich and well drained. Apparently 
only in regions with heavy gummy 
clay do hollies have difficulty. In 
these areas it is well to plant with 
a mixture of loamy topsoil and sand 
about the roots in such a way that 
the whole area around the plant is 
raised in the form of a low mound 
with the top roots just under the 
surface. Good loose compost or 
very old manure is good as a top 
mulch. 

Over and over again during my 
trip I found it true that hollies like 
a good rich soil whether it be oak 
leaf mold, prairie loam or extra 
good topsoil. A slightly acid soil is 
generally recommended for holly 
and azaleas but I found hollies 
thriving in soils that were too alka- 
line for azaleas so their tolerance 
of high pH is greater than most lit- 
erature would have us believe. 

Fertilizers, more than forty differ- 
ent kinds, were reported on the 
questionnaire to give good results. 
Much used where available were 
cottonseed meal and chopped to- 
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bacco stems. Many gardeners used 
a neutral-to-acid organic fertilizer 
that they used on other plants. Still 
others relied on mixtures formulated 
especially for holly. Whatever fer- 
tilizer is used, it should be applied 
after all frosts are over in spring 
and before hot weather sets in. 

In cold areas there were almost 
no insect problems and hardly any- 
one sprayed. In mild climates some

leaf miners were reported. These 
are easily eliminated by one spray- 


ing of malathion per year. Timing 
is important. Spray in the spring 
about five days after the first holly 
leaf has unfurled from a bud to 
miniature size. At this time there 
will be many new leaves on the 
tree which are about the size of 
your little fingernail. 

Brilliantly colored berries are an 
added asset to a holly. Only the fe- 
male plant bears berries and only 
when pollinated by a male holly. 
(Most nursery catalogs specify male 
and female varieties.) The bees 
carry the pollen from the male to the 
female, thus “setting” the blossoms

that develop into berries. Both 
sexes have tiny white flowers. The 
female flower has a hard center and 
is usually borne singly on a stem. 
The male flowers are more profuse, 
often three to a stem, and produce 
yellow pollen. One male is sufficient 
to pollinate up to ten females but 
where groups of plants are widely 
separated one male plant should be 
planted with each group. Plant the

two sexes no closer than 8 feet from 
each other and no more than the 
width of a city lot apart. Bees will 
often carry pollen much farther 
than this but the maximum number 
of berries is obtained when the two 
sexes are reasonably close to each 
other. Sun is also important to a 
good crop of berries so plant holly 
where it receives a full day’s sun- 
light or, at the minimum, a full 
morning’s sunlight. 

A two-year-old plant in a 4-inch 
pot will grow just as easily as a 
larger, more expensive plant. But 
for a quick effect don’t overlook the 
possibility of buying a larger size as 
they can be transplanted success- 
fully. My questionnaire showed an 
amazing percentage of survival on 
the small plants and good varieties 
bear berries early—often when three 
or four years old. One-year-old 
hollies, at about half the price of the 
two-year-old plants, also grow well 
but may need a bit more babying. 

I want to stress that only the 
hardy northern varieties of J/lex 
opaca (American holly) are out- 
standing in the colder area. Hollies 
from the southern states do not 
seem to do as well in zero tempera- 
tures, nor do English hollies from 
the West. 

Varieties that looked the best 
from garden to garden during my 
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8,000-mile trip were FARAGE, BIG 
Rep, OLD HEAvy BERRY, CLARK, 
CARDINAL IMPROVED, HEDGEHOLLY 
and PERFECTION. This is not to im- 
ply that other hardy varieties would 
not also be good. Varieties originat- 
ing north of Philadelphia or north 
of the Ohio River, if selected as to 
darkness of green leaf and bright- 
ness of red berry, should all prove 
excellent. 

Accept the challenge of growing 
holly. Think of cities like St. 
Joseph, Missouri; Waterloo, Iowa; 
Lansing and Clare, Michigan: Man- 
chester, New Hampshire. If your 
climate is similar or more favorable 
than these cities then your chances 
of growing holly are excellent.®

TOMATOES—

DOZEN YEARS of experimenting with ways to raise 
A tomatoes have convinced me that two methods are 

the best for getting full production and fine flavor. 
I have also tried feeding plants with chemical fertilizers as 
well as in nature’s organic way—I will go into further de- 
tails on this later. 

With either of my two growing methods, always remem- 
ber to set your plants as deep as you can, leaving only 2 
or 3 inches of the plant above soil level; make sure to pinch 
off the lower leaves or branches. This does no harm to your 
plants, and it does give them the better root system they 
need if a large crop of tomatoes is what you want. That

the soil as explained above, spacing them 4 feet apart both 

ways. Now dig a hole 12 inches in diameter and 18 inches 

deep in the center of the square formed by 4 plants. Fill it 

within 6 inches of the top with well-rotted cow, chicken, 

pig, or any stable manure or fertile compost. (You can mix 

different manures if you want to—it does not matter.) Now 

cover the hole with a burlap bag, and about twice a week 

fill it to the top with water. The burlap will help to hold 

the moisture in. The roots, which like a cool soil to grow in, 

will gradually work their way to the manured moisture and 

the plants will grow and produce fruit such as you’ve never 

seen before. 

Don’t water the top of the soil around your plants, as 
the hot sun will just bake and crack it. Hard-baked soil is 
a conductor of heat, and heat at the roots will retard the 
growth of the plant. 

Spread at least a 4-inch layer of straw, hay, dry weeds, 
ground corncobs, corn stalks, peat moss, compost or any 
other kind of mulch around your tomato plants; this will 
help keep the soil cool and moist so that a strong root sys- 
tem can develop. The mulch will also hold down the weeds 
—you can throw away your hoe if you place a sufficiently 
heavy layer all around your plants. 

With my second method of growing tomatoes, like the 
first, you will get from a dozen plants enough fruit to eat, 
sell, can, and give away to your friends or neighbors all

season long. For each plant, dig a hole about 12 inches 
across and 18 inches deep; cut a piece of pipe—about 2 
inches in diameter—long enough so that one end will touch 
the bottom of the hole and the other will extend for a couple 
of inches above the soil. Cut a wide notch in one end of 
the pipe on both sides, then put the pipe in place at outer 
edge of hole, notched end down, so that water will flow 
through the cuts into the bottom of the hole when poured 
into the top of the pipe. Then put into the hole about 10 
inches of well-rotted manure—any of the kinds named 
above—mixed with hay, straw, ground corncobs, peat moss, 
compost or any humusy material that you have around the 
place that is porous and will hold moisture. Tamp this mix- 
ture quite firmly and fill up with good rich garden soil. Set 
a healthy tomato plant in the center of the hole, planting it 
deeply as explained above. Once a week pour about 3 gal- 
lons of water into the standpipe, or fill it with a hose. The 
plants will grow rapidly and produce bushels of the best 
tomatoes you ever ate. 

No matter where you decide to plant your tomatoes, pick 
the sunniest spot available. Always remember to mulch 
your plants heavily, keep them well watered and fed by one 
of these two methods, and they will reward you. 

If you haven’t time to try one of my two favorite ways to 
grow tomatoes, here is another method. Cut out both ends 
of large fruit-juice cans and set one on each side of the 
plant, about 12 inches from the center of the plant and 
flush with the ground level; then fill in with soil around the 
outside of the can. Thereafter, about twice a week fill the 
cans with manure water. To make this, fill a few five-gallon 
cans with well-rotted manure to within 12 inches of the 
top, then add water. Stir and let steep for a couple of days 
before using, and make sure to keep a good healthy supply 
on hand. (Editor’s note: If you do not have fresh manure, 
substitute dehydrated manure. Also you can feed with fish 
emulsion or other liquid fertilizer.) 

Tomatoes are known as “the youthful fruit,” and I believe 
that they bring back and retain youth in human beings 
through a wonderful effect upon the skin, the liver, and the 
kidneys. The tomato also ranks very high [SEE PAGE 66]

in vitamin C content and leads all 
other foods in such minerals as 
potassium and magnesium. They 
are also high in calcium, sodium, 
iron and phosphorus. To obtain all 
the natural benefits of the tomato, 
it should be eaten raw, skin and all. 
It’s my opinion that if you eat plenty 
of tomatoes you can forget about 
rheumatism, as the tomato will dis- 
solve the acids that cause rheumatic 
pains. 

You will notice that I have not 
yet mentioned chemical fertilizers. 
I feel that the use of chemical ferti- 
lizers over a long period of time 
not only retards bacterial action in 
the soil but also forces the plants to 
grow and produce too fast. This 
weakens them so that they will be 
subject to any disease that comes 
along. (Editor’s note: There are 
many Flower readers who 
will disagree with Mr. Loisch on this 
point and show as proof their prize 
tomatoes grown with chemical ferti- 
lizers. However, he is entitled to his 
opinion based on his experience.) 
The method of using organic ma- 
terials is nature’s method, has been 
since the beginning of time and will 
be until the end of time. Using 
natural manures and compost makes 
a plant healthy and strong so that 
it will be able to ward off any dis- 
ease. The fruit itself will also be 
rich and full of all the life-giving 
vitamins and minerals that it should 


have. 


Grower 


Anyone who enjoys tomatoes 
from his own garden would like to 
have fresh fruit as far into the winter 
months as possible. To do this, let 
the green tomatoes grow on the 
vines as long as possible in fall. In 
fact, wait until just before the first 
frost threatens to gather all the large 
green tomatoes that you have. 
Check them twice to make sure that 
they are free from cracks, bruises or 
cuts. If they are not green and firm 
do not pick them, as they will not 
keep—they will only rot away. 
After picking, wipe them off with a 
clean cloth—never wash them. Then 
wrap each in a quarter-page of 
newspaper. (The wrapping keeps

tomatoes in it, layer upon layer, 
until it is filled to the top. Make 
sure to handle the tomatoes with 
care—do not bump, squeeze or drop 
them. If you do they will rot. Cover 
the jar lightly with a piece of card- 
board with holes cut in it for venti- 
lation. 


Store in a dry, cool place where 
the temperature is between 40° and 
50°. Take the tomatoes out of the 
jar and look them over about twice 
a month. Discard any that are start- 
ing to rot. Those that are ripe can 
be placed on top so that they are 
handy and ready to use. You should 
have fresh tomatoes for Thanks- 
giving, Christmas and well into the 
New Year.®

Enjoy daffodils to the full 
now and at the same time make notes of new 
varieties and planting ideas so you will be 
ready to plant bulbs this fall. Arthur Heitz- 
man took these photographs at the 1959 
Daffodil Show of the Pennsylvania Horti- 
cultural Society. 
On these pages are points to help you 
when entering your daffodils in a show. 


Judging the entries 


e Flowers develop best on plants, provided 
weather is favorable. Protect delicate- 
colored varieties from direct sun. 

e To hasten opening of a bloom cut well- 
developed buds and place in tepid water in 
a moist and cool atmosphere. 

e Flowers should stand in water at least 
24 hours before being taken to the show. 
e Pack flowers one layer deep, face upward. 
Fasten stems to box. 

e When unpacking flowers cut thin slice 
off ends of stems with sharp knife. 

e Smooth out any abnormally curled petals 
with a large-sized sable paintbrush. 

e Label and classify varieties correctly.

Arranging daffodils 


e Face fiowers in various directions. If all 
face forward effect is monotonous. 

e Use flowers in several stages of develop- 
ment, including buds. 

e Daffodil foliage belongs with daffodils. 
Don’t overlook its usefulness. 

e Low containers are generally best. 

e Condition flowers by putting bottom 2 
inches of stem in warm water, not over 80°. 
In a few hours change to cold water. 

e Don’t mix too many classes or types of 
daffodils in one arrangement. 


Tips on growing 


e Provide good drainage—water must never 

puddle over a daffodil bed. 

e In average soil plant so that top of bulb 

is covered by 4 inches of soil. In heavy 

soils plant nearer the surface. 

e Plant 6 to 9 inches apart. 

e Plant bulbs as soon as available in fall 
Five daffodils, one bud and spring-flowering branches. so roots get established before winter. 
Mrs. Gustav Ballenberg, Huntington Valley, Pennsylvania. e Plant in half shade or sun. In the South, 

half shade is advisable. 

e Feed with special bulb fertilizer in fall 

and again early in spring. A general rule is 

to use low nitrogen, higher phosphorus and 

potash. Do not overfeed. 

e Allow foliage to die naturally. Wait at 

least 6 to 8 weeks after flowering before 

cutting off leaves.

FAMILIAR METHOD of growing

The fifth and really most im- 
portant procedure is the digging up 
of the older plants each year in June 
when bearing has ceased. We remove 
all plants that are over two years old, 


established and we find that we have 
two new rows, each a foot or so to 
the side of an old row. The key of 
success here is plenty of rain or 
plenty of watering at the critical time 
of runner transplanting and rooting. 

This really amounts to shifting 
rows, I suppose, but the shift is so 
slight that we have kept our straw- 


in two rows some 4 feet apart. with 
the new plants hilled in 1 foot apart 
in each row. Second, by feeding 
generously at the first planting and 
twice yearly thereafter; we feed 
with 5—10-5 or 5-10-10 in early 
spring and again each summer after 
bearing.

cultivation proved almost impossible 
when the new runners began to 
spread. Then we tried straw mulch- 
ing and found it successful in keep- 
ing down weeds and conserving 
moisture, but we could not mulch 
closely in summer when it was 
needed most without smothering the 
essential new runners. At that time 
we were digging up all the old rows 
and depending on the between-the- 
rows runner plants to replace them. 

Later, we dug out only the plants 
over two years old and, at that, 
we dug them only after they had 
fruited. Finally, we gave up straw 
mulching until fall, but we used a 
late-summer mulch of sawdust as a 
sort of side-dressing, seeing to it 
that the sawdust did not smother the 
runners. 


Each year, to sum up, we feed 
or side-dress twice, in spring and 
after bearing, with 5—-10-5 or 5- 
10-10, with or without bone meal. 
We mulch once in late summer, 
lightly now, with sawdust. We 
sprinkle this new sawdust rather 
richly with ureaform, and we straw 
mulch in fall. Care must be taken 
with winter mulch that the straw or 
hay is not put on so heavily that 
the young plants are smothered. 
This can easily happen. Three 
inches forked on loosely is plenty. 
If the straw tends to mat, as it will 
when wet or snow .covered, even 
2 inches of mulch may be sufficient. 


The choice of varieties is a mat- 
ter of taste. We have used Bic Jor, 
Rep STAR, and a few ROYAL SOVER- 
EIGNS. The first two are old-timers, 
but Bic Joe is early and both are 
amazingly prolific. RoyAL SoOvER- 
EIGNS are delicious but are not too 
hardy when it comes to carrying 
over the winter. It is interesting to 
note that ROYAL SOVEREIGN was 
originally produced in England in 
1892 by the Messrs. Laxton of Bed- 
ford. The RoyaL SOVEREIGN is a 
cross between NOBLE and KING OF 
THE EARLIies. They are unbeliev- 
ably good. For gardeners who like 
the everbearing varieties there are 
several: SUPERFECTION, STREAM- 
LINER, MASTODON, GEM, RED RICH, 
TWENTIETH CENTURY, OGALLALA.

planting. Most home-garden grow- 
ers favor early spring planting for 
new beds, as early as the soil can 
be properly worked. Summer plant- 
ing for new beds seems risky, if not 
impossible, in most places. Our 
summers are just too hot and too 
dry for the tender plants to take 
hold. New beds need healthy plants, 
in well-worked soil, put in just as 
early in spring as possible, when the 
weather is cool and the ground full 
of moisture so that fertilizer can be 
absorbed readily. 


We must remember that straw- 
berries require other elements than 
the usual nitrogen, phosphorus, and 
potash contained in commercial 
fertilizers. Manganese, calcium, iron 
and magnesium are also necessary. 
Their lack can be seen by the color 
of the leaves. A normal strawberry 
leaf should show a healthy fresh 
green all over. Lack of nitrogen or 
iron causes a yellowish leaf, that 
lacking iron showing a darker tinge 
around the leaf edge. Calcium defi- 
ciency gives a deep  brownish- 
centered leaf with off-green edge. 
Lack of magnesium is reflected by 
red streaks in the leaf and a poor 
green edge. Plants lacking potas- 
sium show a pale green leaf with a

border of dark red or brown. Phos- 
phorus deficiency gives a green- 
centered leaf with a wide margin of 
brownish red. Manganese lack is 
hard to notice, but a slight dis- 
coloration of the leaf edge can be 
detected. 

The thing to do with strawberries, 
as with all plants, is to start right, 
and this means with good soil, well 
worked; good plants; necessary ferti- 
lizers; mulches, including sawdust; 
and a regular program of trans- 
planting runners and removing old 
plants each year. Never neglect the 
mulches. You will soon find that all

Hobby for indoor gardeners: 


Lasy-to-grow 
ORCHIDS 


by CELE H. MARKELL 


HE LURE OF ORCHIDs and other exotics not usually 

found in house-plant collections has always been a 

challenge to the avid home gardener. The good 
news is that in recent years orchids, considered by many 
to be the epitome of tropical beauty, have firmly es- 
tablished their place among house plants, much to the 
surprise of experts, who long believed that it couldn’t 
be done. 

Even fifteen years ago it would have been considered 
brash indeed to have tried to grow orchids in the house; 
since then, experimentation and experience have proved 
that they are among the plant treasures that will indeed 
respond to cultivation in a more or less alien environ- 
ment. Thus hundreds of hobbyists who do not have 
greenhouses are now enjoying the profound pleasure of 
blooming their own orchids under ordinary home con- 
ditions of light and temperature. 

The orchid family (Orchidaceae) includes many 
thousands of identified species and is distributed over 
much of the world’s surface, with the exception of the 
frozen Arctic and the desert regions. One kind will be 
at home at sea level, whereas another may be found 
at elevations approaching 13,000 feet. Plants range in 
size from miniatures 3 inches high to those so bulky 
as to be impractical for cultivation. Orchid blossoms 
may be the size of the spectacular cattleyas (long the 
florists’ standard kind), or they may be so small that 
a magnifying glass is necessary to reveal the intricacies 
of their structure. Their colors run through the entire 
spectrum, so that there is sufficient range to please the 
most discriminating. 

Some orchid hobbyists specialize in collecting mem- 
bers of one genera, while others find greater interest 
and satisfaction in a diversified collection. Your choice 
must be a personal one, but one word of good advice 
can be offered: Select a mature plant as your first or- 
chid, for two very sound reasons. First, you will ex- 
perience the fun of flowering it sooner, and second, it 
will have a better chance than a young plant of surviv- 
ing the possible rigors of your initial experimentation. 

Orchids fall into two major categories, terrestrials 
(those growing on the earth) and epiphytes, which are 
supported by trees or rocks rather than soil and derive 
their moisture from the air. There are therefore differ- 
ences in potting materials, growing conditions and daily 
care of the plants that fall into these two classes. 

Obviously, the moment an orchid plant has been re-

moved from its natural habitat and 
placed in an artificial situation, its 
survival will depend upon the ability 
of the grower to provide a near- 
normal environment for it. A little 
knowledge of the plant’s native habi- 
tat, plus imagination and ingenuity, 
are all that are required to solve 
most of the problems involved in an 
orchid’s readjustment to your home 
(or greenhouse, if you have one). 
Some knowledge of ecology is pre- 
requisite, for success depends upon 
simulating as nearly as possible the 
original growing conditions of the 
plants in question. 


Humidity. Providing adequate 
humidity is the paramount problem 
that must be overcome when grow- 
ing orchids in the home. They re- 
quire more air moisture than most 
house plants, so it is imperative 
from the start to provide additional 
humidity in the air around the plants. 
The phrase “around the plants” is 
emphasized because the humidity 
can be raised appreciably in the im- 
mediate growing environment with- 
out changing that of the entire room, 
which is often almost impossible. 
Daily spraying of the foliage will 
help, and to further compensate for 
the dryness of the air in most homes 
(particularly during the winter 
months), the use of waterproof 
trays will be found very effective in 
raising the humidity. 

Place about an inch of coarse 
sand, gravel or coarse vermiculite 
(builder’s grade, used for insula- 
tion) in your trays and then set the 
plants on inverted saucers, pots, or 
bricks so that the plant itself never 
stands directly in water. The water 
draining from the pots when the 
plants are watered is usually enough 
to provide constant evaporation 
from the trays; if not, add water 
directly to the trays. 


Tray sizes are important, too. 
They must be wide enough to ex- 
tend beyond the limits of the leaves 
so that the entire plant may benefit 


from the added humidity. Wide 
trays will also protect your floors 
from the daily foliage spraying 
necessary for all orchids. The fre- 
quency of the actual watering of or- 
chids is determined by the needs of 
each genera; however, overwatering 
is a greater danger than underwater- 
ing, generally speaking, and perfect 
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drainage of the potting medium is 
essential for proper growth. 


Feeding. Mature orchid plants 
benefit from feeding once a month, 
so you should replace one regular 
watering with a solution of well- 
balanced plant food. All-purpose 
soluble fertilizers and fish emulsions

are found to be satisfactory by many 
growers. For plants potted in fir 
bark, the fertilizer should have a 
high nitrogen content (a formula of 
30-10-10 is often recommended) in 
order to replace the nitrogen lost 
in the natural process of breaking 
down the bark. If a high-nitrogen 
fertilizer is not used, additional 
feedings of ammonium nitrate may 
be substituted. 


Temperature and light. Place- 
ment of the plants in your home 
should be made with consideration 
for the preference of each species. 
Pick the warmer areas for those that 
like (or tolerate) heat, the north 
side of the house for those that re- 
quire shade, and so on. By apply- 
ing this “zone control” and watching 
your plants carefully, you will dis- 
cover the spot where each plant will 
do its best. Orchids vary in their

ability to tolerate strong sunlight, so 
watch for symptoms of sun scorch 
on any plants in sunny locations. 

Frequently, lack of space and in- 
adequate light are the most discour- 
aging problems for would-be orchid 
growers. If suitable light and space 
are lacking, consider using fluores- 
cent lights in some unused corner 
or in the basement. Orchids will 
thrive and bloom under such light- 
ing if you are careful to select kinds 
that will adjust to the temperatures 
existing in the area. 

Experiments have shown that 
some orchids are easier to grow un- 
der home conditions than others. 
Thus to insure the beginner some 
degree of success from the start, it 
will be helpful to discuss briefly a 
few of the more adaptable sorts. All 
of the groups listed below will re- 
spond readily to your care and re- 
ward you with flowers beyond your 
fondest expectations. 


Cattleyas. For many people, or- 
chids begin and end with cattleyas, 
which are most often used for cor- 
sages and flower arrangements. 
Cattleyas vary considerably in size 
and form, and their wide color range 
includes white, yellow, bronze, 
green, pink, lavender and purple. 
They are epiphytes and require par- 
tial shade or filtered sunlight. (The 
amount of direct sun on these or any 
orchids grown indoors must be care- 
fully controlled, since intense light 
builds up heat, dissipating moisture 
more rapidly than it can be replaced, 
and thus defeating your measures 
for increasing humidity.) My own 
experience indicates that cattleyas 
will flower equally well away from 
the sunny areas; in fact, one bench 
located in a window facing due 
north contains mature plants that 
flower regularly in their season. The 
roots of cattleyas should dry out 
completely between waterings; be- 
cause these orchids possess pseudo- 
bulbs they can store water to a 
certain degree, and thus usually 
need a thorough soaking only once 
a week, plus a daily foliage spraying. 

Although cattleyas and other 
epiphytic orchids are “potted” in 
cultivation, it is imperative to di- 
vorce your thinking from any pre- 
conceived idea of the needs of a 
“potted plant,” otherwise you will 
find yourself overwatering. Actu-

the pot and potting fiber is to sup- 
port the plant and thus facilitate 
control under cultivation. In their 
native regions, of course, epiphytes 
have trees to cling to, which would 
be a bit hard to provide indoors! 


Oncidiums. Oncidiums are also 
epiphytes, and their multiflowered 
spikes are very showy. They can be 
treated very much like cattleyas, 
with the exception of a few varicties 
which your grower will point out to 
you as “cool-growing.” The pre- 
dominant colors in this group are 
yellows or combinations of yellow 
and brown, but there are a few pinks 
and near-whites. 


Phalaenopsis. Phalacnopsis or- 
chids are among the most beautiful 
and the most satisfactory for home 
culture. They have proved them- 
selves to be the easiest of all to grow 
and flower. They usually grow best 
in a north or northeast exposure. 
They like both heat and plenty of 
moisture. Indeed, if they are prop- 
erly planted with good drainage, it 
is almost impossible to overwater 
them, for their root systems should 
never be allowed to dry out. They 
are epiphytes of monopodial habit 
(that is, they have a single stem in- 
stead of several), but as they do not 
have pseudobulbs for storage of 
moisture they must be supplied with 
water daily. A _ regular feeding 
schedule should be followed, as 
phalaenopsis are very heavy feed- 
ers. Generous daily spraying of the 
foliage is very important, for they 
are native to jungle areas where the 
normal humidity is very high. 

For these simple attentions they 
will reward you with long-lasting 
sprays of white, pink, yellow or 
bronze flowers, blooming at their 
appointed time each year without 
fail. A phalaenopsis plant will live 
indefinitely with good care, and its 
ability to adjust to home conditions 
is quite amazing. 


Odontoglossums. Odontoglos- 
sums are one of the cooler-growing 
epiphytic genera, native to the high 
altitudes of tropical America. Their 
foliage should be sprayed daily 
and their potting medium kept mod- 
erately moist. Give them good light 
without bright sun and they will

flourish in a cool spot in the house. 
Odontoglossum blooms will last for 
two months on the plant; the color 
combinations and the intricately 
patterned petals make these flowers 
most intriguing. 


Cypripediums. In general cul- 
ture “cyps,” as the lady-slipper or- 
chids are commonly called, come 
closest to our conception of a 
“potted plant,” because they are 
terrestrials. They can be grown in 
the same potting materials as other 
orchids (fir bark, osmunda fiber, 
tree-fern fiber and so on) or in a 
richer and more soil-like compost. 
For example, some growers mix one 
part of sphagnum moss and two 
parts of fibrous peat, or use two 
parts of composty loam, two parts 
shredded osmunda fiber, and one 
part sand. Whatever the medium, 
it must have good drainage. As 
cypripediums lack pseudobulbs, they 
need a consistent supply of water 
to keep their roots moist (but not 
soaked) at all times. 

There are two main types of 
cypripediums from which to choose: 
warm-growing, distinguished by at- 
tractively mottled leaves, and cool- 
growing, having plain dark leaves. 
(There are also numerous _inter- 
mediate types, the result of inter- 
breeding, as you will find as you 
pursue your hobby.) Both major 
classes of cypripediums have very 
attractive flowers in rich tones of 
green, maroon, brown and gold, and 
many will last for months. 


Thus I have given you five groups 
of orchids from which to choose a 
“pilot plant” or two. Actually, you 
will find any of these “hard to kill”; 
orchids seem to cling to the last ves- 
tige of life in order to perpetuate 
their species, revealing a greater tol- 
erance for adverse conditions than 
you would suspect. So, if you are 
among the indoor gardeners who 
have looked longingly at orchid 
plants with a resigned sigh, you no 
longer need hesitate—go ahead and 
grow an orchid, for contained in the 
preceding paragraphs is enough 
basic knowledge to lead you into a 
new realm of pleasure. However, 
be forewarned: if the “orchid bug” 
bites, there is no known cure; once 
started there is no retreat, for there 
are so many fascinating facets.®

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My hobby— 
heaths and 
heathers 


by ESTHER DEUTSCH 


ERHAPS I AM a born plant hob- 

byist! At any rate, I seem to 

have no trouble in becoming 
fascinated by such varying plants as 
succulents and cacti, lilies, hollies, 
day-lilies and African-violets. But 
I am really under the spell of heath- 
ers and heaths. In fact, they have 
so captured my imaginaton that I 
am determined to make them better 
known to American gardeners and 
have even started a nursery largely 
devoted to them. 

Heaths (Erica) and _heathers 
(Calluna) are low-growing — ever- 
green shrubs of incredible florifer- 
ousness, famous in Europe and the 
British Isles, where they abound in 
vast patches on sandy soil. In addi- 
tion to their racemes or spikes of 
bell-like flowers, these shrubs offer 
a full range of foliage colors—in 
summer they may be pale, vivid or 
dark green, blue-green, gold. gray 
or variegated; in winter, rose, bronze 
or purple. Add to this their wealth 
of wonderful forms. their simple 
culture, their freedom from_ pests 
and diseases, their many uses for 
American gardens, and I’m con- 
vinced there is no more charming 
or care-free group of plants to select 
as a hobby! 

Heathers are not hard to grow. 
A slightly acid, sandy soil with good 
drainage suits them perfectly. They 
will grow well in part shade but will 
flower most profusely in full sun. 
At planting time the addition of gen- 
erous amounts of leaf mold, com- 
post (peat moss or other peat prod- 
ucts may be substituted) and 
perhaps a small amount of super- 
phosphate will prove beneficial. 
Though it is generally thought that 
heaths and heathers cannot exist on

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soils containing lime, a few are quite 
tolerant of its presence, notably the 
spring heaths (Erica carnea). In 
general, though, think of these 
shrubs as thriving where azaleas 
and blueberries are happy. 

Unless pruned annually from the 
beginning, heathers will usually be- 
come leggy and unkempt. Pruning 
not only gives them a finer, denser 
form but, by preventing the forma- 
tion of hard wood, helps to ensure 
more succulent, branched, new 
growth. The Scots regularly burn 
over their heather pastures to assure 
the sheep a constant crop of tender, 
young growth. Pruning, whether by 
burning over (not reco.nmended), 
rabbits enjoying a tasty snack, or 
by just using shears, should not be 
neglected. To develop beautiful 
specimen plants, they should be cut 
back hard at the proper time. This 
should be done immediately after 
flowering for those plants that bloom 
early; just as new growth com- 
mences in the very early spring, for 
those that bloom during the summer. 

Two-year-old plants will quickly 
establish themselves; three-year 
plants will give a more immediate 
effect. Practically all varieties will 
flower, even as tiny plants. Until 
well established, all heaths and 
heathers should be adequately 
watered and protected against dry- 
ing winter winds. The covering 


must be light; evergreen boughs, or 
marsh hay, if you can get it, put on 
after the ground is frozen will keep 
the foliage of young plants in fine 
condition. Pine needles also make 
a good mulch. 

The areas where these choice 
heaths and heathers may be used to 
advantage are as endless as one’s 
imagination. Mixed plantings are 
very effective and whenever possible 
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a few of the taller kinds should be 
included to add diversity and inter- 
est. As with most garden plantings, 
single plants will not give the best 
results. Drifts of three or more 
plants of one variety will make a 
far lovelier garden picture. The 
many fascinating species and hy- 
brids can be used in new and old 
ways. Traditional garden usage was 
made of these exquisite plants in 
either heather gardens, often sunken, 
devoted almost exclusively to heaths 
and heathers, or in rock gardens. 
Those fortunate enough to have true 
rock gardens will rely on them. 

Modern architecture with its long, 
low lines has greatly increased the 
demand for good, dwarf shrubs. As 
a consequence, many shrubs prized 
for these very qualities have been 
brought out of rock gardens to the 
foreground of foundation plantings. 
The value of the low, compact 
heathers as foreground shrubs has 
been largely overlooked. Due to 
their small size, varying forms, tex- 
tures and long season of bloom, they 
can be used in many situations: as 
an edging to patios, in narrow strips 
along walks and driveways, around 
lampposts, birdbaths, or pools, near 
entrances and in planter boxes. 
They can also be combined very 
tellingly with many companion 
shrubs of the large family of 
Ericaceae, which includes rhododen- 
dron, azalea, enkianthus and blue- 
berry, or with such plants as the 
spreading junipers, cotoneasters, or 
the interesting dwarf, evergreen bar- 
berries. A perfect use for heaths 
and heathers is as ground covers, es- 
pecially in sandy areas where grass 
will not thrive. 

In contrast to the 500 species of 
heath (Erica) there is but one spe- 
cies of heather (Calluna vulgaris). 
Varieties and hybrids from calluna, 
however, are many and_ varied, 
ranging from the tiny mosslike ball 
of Foxt NANA to the tall HAMMONDI.

bloom: Mrs. H. E. BEALE, with ex- 
ceptionally long spikes, which can 
reach 30 inches, of very double pink 
flowers, and T1B, with brilliant rosy- 
purple blossoms. Both of these 
bloom from June to late October. 
Eye-arresting indeed is AUREA, as 
its golden foliage turns lovely shades 
of rose to red with the advent of 
cold weather. Warm spring sun- 
shine magically changes it into a 
molten mass of poured gold, and 
should a few nights of chilly weather 
ensue, rosy tips will be added to the 
mass of go}4. AUREAFOLIA is a taller 
shrub of green and gold which bears 
a profusion of white flowers in July 
and August. Not to be overlooked 
is Mrs. R. H. Gray, a jewel for 
covering rocks with its low, flat 
growth. More interesting flat grow- 
ers are Ricipa, with odd and lovely 
velvety foliage, and the new DAINTY 
Bess, with a starlike pattern. Va- 
riety CUPREA turns bronze in the 
winter. 

Erica carnea (spring heath). The 
pageant of bloom begins with the 
indispensable spring heaths with 
their wealth of delicate bells from 
white and pink through many shades 
of red. SpRINGWOoD WHITE and 
SPRINGWOOD PINK are excellent. 
And most E. carnea varieties are 
very welcome plants—they bloom 
from February to April. A particu- 
larly noteworthy variety is VIVELLI, 
which has dark red flowers and fine 
green foliage all year and adds a divi- 
dend in the winter by becoming a 
wonderful shade of purple with a 
metallic sheen.

Just as fine is the variety 
MoLLIs, which has even grayer 
leaves and white bells tinged with 
pink. 

Erica vagans (Cornish heath). 
These are fine summer-flowering 
heaths. ALBA and NANA are white 
flowered. St. KEVERNE is very fine, 
with the clearest shade of deep pink 
blooms. All the Cornish heaths have 
fat spikes of bloom with flowers all 
around the spike.

Erica stricta and Erica arborea 
alpina (tree heaths). This aristo- 
cratic duo of the heaths is surely 
the crown jewels in any collection 
of heaths and heathers. Both must 
have a sunny, wind-protected loca- 
tion. Erica stricta has an upright, 
formal growth, which makes it look 
for all the world like a Christmas 
tree in miniature. E. arborea alpina, 
the undisputed monarch of the 
heaths, presents a picture of peer- 
less elegance, with its feathery, bril- 
liant green foliage forming a perfect 
spire over 5 feet tall. 

No list of heaths and heathers 
can omit two botanical cousins, 
Bruckenthalia spiculifolia, a small 
billowy mass of tiny leaves and 
diminutive spikes of pink flowers in 
summer, and Daboecia cantabrica. 
The latter has shiny, dark green, 
heathlike foliage with a silvery re- 
verse and tall spikes of large bells 
in white, pink, red and purple that 
bloom continuously from June un- 
til cut down by very hard frosts. 
These make a charming picture as 
an edging to beds of rhodendron, 
mountain-laurel or andromeda, pro- 
viding bloom when the taller plants 
have finished flowering. Of course, 
other heaths and heathers can be 
very successfully planted in this 
fashion. 

Endless pleasure can be derived 
from even a small planting of the 
fascinating heaths and _heathers. 
And once you come under their 
spell, these delightful plants will al- 
ways have their well-deserved place 
in your heart and garden.®

Y THIS TIME of year the green- 
house is bursting at the seams 


—especially if plants are be- 
ing grown on for outdoor beds and 
borders. Seedlings of annuals and 
vegetables that were transplanted 
earlier are beginning to crowd each 
other; those sown later are growing 
rapidly and will soon demand trans- 
planting; rooted cuttings need a shift 
to larger pots. 

The greenhouse gardener who has 
been through this before will have 
provided space outdoors to take care 
of the overflow. He knows from 
experience, often very costly, that 
overcrowded plants may, within a 
very short period, grow weak and 
spindly—especially at this time of 
year when lengthening days, more 
sunshine and higher average temper- 
atures under glass are all combining 
to step up the rate of growth. 

Temporary shelter in quarters out- 
of-doors is the only answer. Such a 
shelter, where a cold frame or a hot- 
bed is not already available, may 
quickly be constructed at little ex- 
pense. A frame 4 to 6 feet wide, 18 
inches high at the back and 12 
inches at the front, sunk 8 inches or 
so into the ground, may be used to 
accommodate the overflow. Expen- 
sive, heavy, hard-to-handle glass 
sash are not required. Light wooden 
sash may be covered with a clear 
plastic film—available at any build- 
ers’ supply store. In windy weather 
hold sash down with weights. 

This frame, of course, should be 
placed in a sheltered, sunny location 
that is very well drained. 

Hardening off all greenhouse- 
grown plants that are eventually to 
go outdoors is a most important step 
in their successful culture. Semi- 
hardy and even hardy annuals, bien- 
nials and vegetables that have been 
coming along in the greenhouse may 
be killed outright if suddenly ex- 
posed to near-freezing temperatures.

tected for the first few nights and 
days if the temperature drops below 
40°; they should be exposed to open 
air, sun and rain when the mercury 
rises safely above that point. 

Temporary shelves are another 
means of making more room for the 
exploding population within the 
greenhouse. Formerly this was usu- 
ally done by attaching special metal 
arms to side posts or pipe columns 
to support boards. Modern alumi- 
num greenhouses are provided with 
holes in the sash bars into which 
special stout wire clips may be 
slipped. These in turn support thick 
glass shelves upon which may be 
placed flats or small potted plants 
in flats. 

Start seeds of two types of plants 
this month or early next month— 
those for flowering in the green- 
house, others for midsummer and 
autumn bloom in the garden. As the 
seedlings will require very little 
space -until after plants of early 
vegetables and annuals have been 
moved outside, this is a good way 
to get extra dividends from your 
greenhouse. Too often there is a 
dearth of color in the late summer 
garden. Plantings made now of 
some of the following will do much 
to keep flower beds and borders at- 
tractive to the very end of the season. 

First of all we would mention that 
comparative newcomer GLORIOSA 
daisy, developed from our eastern 
rudbeckia or black-eyed Susan 
Sown now it will provide a wealth of 
color and cut flowers long after 
frost has laid low most other border 
flowers.

Check list 
for lawns 


L_] MOWING—cut 
often enough and 
at proper height. 


How often should lawns be 
mowed? The answer is as often as 
necessary. This means that in the 
spring and fall it may be necessary 
to mow lawns as much as twice a 
week and during the summer once 
a week. Lawns left to grow too tall 
before mowing will result in general 
browning as you will be cutting 
down to stubble. If a lawn has been 
left and is exceedingly tall, raise your 
height of cut as high as you can and 
gradually lower it % inch with suc- 
ceeding mowings to the proper 
setting. 

The proper height of cut will do 
much in maintaining a healthy lawn. 
Too often lawns are cut too low. 
For the average lawn a height of 
1% inches is recommended. In the 
case of a fescue lawn—those that 
are for play areas and rough treat- 
ment—a height of 2 inches is best. 
The fine, exhibition lawns—most 
often containing the newer grass 
types like Merion Kentucky blue 
grass—can be maintained at a height 
of 1 inch. Zoysia lawns can be cut 
at % inch, as can bent lawns. 

Always remember that the lower 
you maintain a lawn the more often 
it must be cut. 

Personal preference dictates which 
type of lawn mower you use. The 
rotary mower will cut a rougher 
type of lawn as well as weed growth.

DRAWINGS AND TEXT BY JOHN BURTON BRIMER 


VEN THOUGH SPACE IS LIMITED, a garden need not look as if it were 
laid out for oversized dolls. There are a number of visual tricks that 
can make the observer feel that the garden is spacious. Used with 

discretion and ingenuity, these tricks can deceive the eye, leading it wherever 

the designer wills. Some tricks use the compelling lines of perspective, 
exaggerating them to add 10 feet or so of visual space or to make the far 

side of the garden recede still farther, making plants and their placement a 

telling factor. The composition should give the impression of serenity and 

openness, both basic principles of “fool-the-eye” design. Below, and on 


the following pages are examples of some of these principles. 


Converging lines. An awkward square 
area appears larger and more interest- 
ing when it is laid out with a central 
lawn flanked by walks that converge 
and create a false perspective. (See 
plan, left.) Three-dimensional perspec- 
tive comes from trees that, though all 
the same kind, are tall in the fore- 
ground and graded down to garden 
house. (See profile sketch, left.) Side 
walls and roof of shelter slant parallel 
to walk lines to utilize perspective 
principles still further. Shrubs, under- 
planted with ground covers, are used 
sparingly, imparting spacious simplicity 
to uncluttered composition. Stepping 
stones give access to work area con- 
taining tool shed and compost bins. 
Vine softens the square lines of garden 
house; tubbed plants lend charm 
silhouetted against grillwork. 
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Simplicity and openness are keys to making a garden seem larger. The jittery 
effect of a lawn dotted with shrubs, a sundial and odd bits of sculpture, is 
worsened when it is further cluttered by a center flower bed. -Replacing the 
crazy-quilt design with shrub beds, edging them with strong, free-swinging 
curves, keeping the lawn uncluttered and placing one piece of sculpture at 
the focal point of a long axis adds immeasurably to the apparent space. 





In school books we saw that 
a cube of a given size /ooked smaller far away. Similarly, shrubs can be made 
to look far off if we plant bold ones nearby, feathery ones in the distance. 
Tall shrubs close by, smaller ones across the lawn, further illusion of distance.

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If shrubs alone will not do the 
job of widening and lengthen- 
ing the garden visually, we 
must use other approaches 
and other aids; some are 
shown below. 


A series of fences running toward the center of the garden will give motion 
to composition and at the same time give added perspective. By diminishing 
height of each, in turn, the effect is further increased. Shrubs show better 
when silhouetted as above, either in groups or when used individually.

Curved lines should flow naturally in large sweeping arcs, not in short arcs 
that seem to have no purpose. Horizontal lines widen the garden, vertical 
lines narrow it. By using trees that grow with a horizontal habit (dogwood and 
some crab apples) we can help to spread out the garden. 


Restless borders result when the “bo- 
tanical collection” approach—one each 
of many kinds of shrubs—is used. 
Instead, use fewer kinds with more of 
each in unequal quantities, grouping 
each kind together to get the best 
effect. This same principle of group- 
ing several plants of one kind or 
variety together should be followed 
when making borders of mixed an- 
nuals, perennials or bulbs.

Foods | 
which behave badly are those which | 


contain large amounts of cooked 
egg, cabbage, macaroni and spa- 
ghetti. However, the sauces which 
accompany spaghetti or macaroni 
will freeze and reheat without 
change in flavor or texture.

lots of peas to have enough to freeze. 
Many gardeners don’t bother with 
peas because of their voluminous 
space and time requirements, but 
those who like them at a particular 
stage of growth deem it space and 
time well spent. I plant a quantity 
of spinach, too, to have enough to 
freeze. Anyone who has cooked 
spinach knows that what appears to 
be enough to feed a multitude 
dwindles to just enough for two 
when heat is applied. Maybe it is 
because spinach is one of the first 
harvests that we find it so desirable, 
but we also find it a choice addition 
to spring salads. 

This may sound silly to you who 
are more experienced in gardening 
than I am, but did you know you 
can predict the harvest dates for 
fruit-bearing garden stuff? Of course, 
every seed dealer lists average grow- 
ing dates for his seeds from sprout- 
ing to harvest. These take into 
account different types of soil, cli- 
mate and the vagaries of weather, 
and represent approximations of the 
vegetable’s requirements. One reads, 
“56 days” for one kind of cucumber 
and “68 days” for another, but one 
doesn’t really put much stock in 
these figures. Is it perhaps because 
such specificity seems overdone? 
Well, now we have it on the good 
authority of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture that gardeners can pre- 
dict harvest dates for their crops. 
For example, snap beans will be at 
their tender best 14 days from the 
day of blossoming. Cucumbers can 
be counted on from 3 (sweet pickle 
size) to 14 (slicers) days from the 
day the female flowers open. Glory 
be! We can even know to a nicety 
when to pick the sweet corn—21 
days from pollination to plucking! 
The problem in all this is to know 
just when pollination has _ taken 
place. This last season we had lots 


of flowers on our tomatoes, but | 


fruit did not set because of the cold, 


wet weather. The same was true of | 


squashes and melons. Surprisingly, 
cucumbers made a goodly number 
of fruits and so did peppers. Re- 
searchers say that too hot weather 
can also result in poor fruit set, espe- 
cially on beans. Well, any gardener 
soon learns to plant more than he 
needs, for insurance, and then to 
make do with something else in the 
event of a crop failure.®

The tag tells the story... 


New plants with numbers 


> aeriaiey IN YOUR GARDEN 


there may be a plant, even just 

a branch of a plant, that’s 
worth $20,000 or more! We all 
know of the famous offer of $10,000 
by W. Atlee Burpee Co. for a pure 
white marigold. What is not so well 
known, though, is that other chance 
seedlings or “sports” may be even 
more valuable. 

Leading nurseries spend millions 
of dollars every year to develop im- 
proved varieties of ornamentals and 
fruits. Should you be lucky enough 
to discover a plant in your garden, 
these nurseries will pay you hand- 
somely for it. 


For a peach tree that ripened 
three weeks earlier than normal, 
Stark’s Nurseries paid Frank Smith 
of Arkansas $10,000. A thornless 
rosebush owned by A. F. Watkins 
of Texas brought him $10,000 from 
Krider’s Nursery. Perhaps the lucki- 
est find was a chance seedling of 
Rep De ticious apple found by Roy 
Bisbee in his Hood River, Oregon, 
orchard. This tree was a distinct 
improvement over its parent—it 
bore fruit at a younger age, larger 
crops and more completely red 
apples, which took on bright coior 
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by C. EDWARD SCOFIELD 


ten days earlier. For this chance 
“sport”’—named STARKRIMSON DE- 
Licilous—Stark’s paid Mr. Bisbee 
$25,000. 


But this was not always the case. 
Let’s suppose that one day prior to 
1930 you discovered a “sport” 
branch on one of your lilacs that had 
flowers twice the normal size in a 
shade of blue never before seen. If 
you sold a few plants reproduced 
from this amazing branch, nurseries 
and other growers everywhere would 
simply have reproduced your new 
lilac and sold it widely without your 
getting a cent. 

With the passage of the Plant 
Patent Act in 1930 this was changed. 
You now have the same protection 
that any inventor has on a new prod- 
uct. This Act empowers the U.S. 
Patent Office to grant the same 
rights and privileges for new and un- 
usual plant discoveries as it may 
grant on the discovery of any new 
and useful art, machine or manu- 
facture. So, by patenting your new 
lilac you would have full protection 
against its being reproduced without 
your consent for a period of seven- 
teen years. 

This protection has had a sig- 





nificant influence on gardening and 
has resulted in better trees, shrubs, 
roses, fruits and flowers. Patent pro- 
tection has also spurred a gigantic 
research program to develop even 
better varieties for the future, since it 
rewards the “plant inventor” with 
exclusive rights to limit production 
of the new invention to his own fa- 
cilities, or to those of plant propa- 
gators who pay him a royalty for the 
privilege of sharing in the profits. 


The patent act describes new and 
distinct varieties in three classes: 
sports, resulting from bud variation; 
mutants, seedling variants by self- 
pollinization of species; hybrids, 
from seedlings of a cross-polliniza- 
tion of two species, of two varieties, 
or a species and a variety. 

Characteristics that may distin- 
guish a new variety would include, 
among others: habit of growth; im- 
munity from disease; resistance to 
cold, drought, heat, wind or soil 
condition; color of leaf, flower, fruit 
or stems; flavor; productivity, in- 
cluding everbearing qualities in the 
case of fruits; storage qualities; fra- 
grance; form; and ease of asexual 
reproduction. 

Asexual reproduction is thesprep- 





agation of plants by grafting, bud- 
ding, cuttings, layering or division— 
but not from seeds, which is a sexual 
process. Therefore, any patented 
plant you buy is an exact duplicate 
of the original plant. Any variety of 
plant that reproduces true from seed 
is not patentable. 

In all probability some of the fine 
new patented plants have found 
their way into your garden where 
you enjoy them without realizing the 
exciting story behind them. Some 
of the early history of plant intro- 
duction and improvement is part of 
this story. 


The process of selection in an at- 
tempt to improve date palms was 
used in ancient Syria and Babylon 
hundreds of years B.C. The date 
growers would select the best bear- 
ing trees from which to collect seed. 
For many generations missionaries, 
explorers and sea captains searched 
for valuable new plants when they 
were in foreign places. 

Soon after the first colonies were 
established here in America, plant 
explorers came from Europe to 
comb our fields and forests for valu- 
able plants to be sent back to Eng- 
land and France. John Bartram, the 
King’s Botanist, settled on a farm 
near Philadelphia and spent years 
traveling from the Canadian border 
to Florida in his search. He sent 
nearly 200 new varieties to England, 
and in return many valuable plants 
from Europe were sent here, where 
they were reproduced and distributed 
by scientists like Mr. Bartram. 

By 1800, many nurseries, arbore- 
tums and botanic gardens had been 
established and rapidly made im- 
portant contributions of new plants. 
At what is now Fifth Avenue and 51 
Street in New York City there was 
even a garden of medicinal plants 
for study by medical students at 
Columbia College. 


In 1816, Judge James Stark of 
Louisiana, Missouri, started a nurs- 
ery that is today the largest in the 
world. The Stark Brothers Orchards 
and Nursery Co. has been continu- 
ously operated and expanded by the 
Judge’s descendants. In 144 years 
the Starks have introduced more 
valuable new fruits than all other 
nurseries combined—it is likely that 
every man, woman and child in the 
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United States has eaten a Stark- 
developed apple or peach at one time 
or another. 

Luther Burbank, working in Cali- 
fornia, spent fifty years developing 
better plants, ranging from potatoes 
to cactus. At the time of his death in 
1927 he had many plant-breeding 
experiments underway. 

After the passage of the Plant 
Patent Act in 1930 hundreds of new 
plants were introduced. For ex- 
ample, back in 1927 the Siebenthaler 
Nursery Co., of Dayton, Ohio, be- 
came interested in a famous old 
honey-locust growing in Dayton. 
They knew that all honey-locusts 
were fast-growing, deep-rooted trees 
but had unusually long, sharp thorns 
and an abundance of seed pods that 
made the tree both dangerous and 
messy. But this tree in Dayton was 
thornless. The next question was 
how could the objectionable seed 
pods be eliminated? 


Seeds were collected from the 
thornless tree and planted. By 1930 
several thousand seedling trees were 
ready for their first inspection. Some 
of these were thornless, had fewer 
seed pods than normal and were of 
good form. 

By a careful program of breeding 
and selection, after 15 years Sieben- 
thalers finally had five trees that 
produced no seeds and no thorns. 
The final selection of the best one 
was made in 1947 and was granted a 
patent in May 1949. Twenty-two 
years plus enormous sums of money 
were invested to produce this tree 
that was thornless, seedless and had 
a desirable shape. 

Hundreds of thousands of Mo- 
RAINE locusts have been sold since 
the patent was issued—every one 
grown from a bud or section of 
living wood (scion) from a tree 
which was a direct descendant of the 
original. 

Obviously a nursery couldn't 
spend all this money for research 
unless there was some assurance of 
profitable return. Nurseries that sell 
the MorAINE locust must pay a small 
royalty to Siebenthaler for each tree 
sold. This is the same royalty prin- 
ciple that applies to patents on 
mechanical and other devices. 

In some cases the concern de- 
veloping a new plant does not wish 
to be the sole propagator. In this

case the patent owner may then li- 
cense other nurseries to reproduce 
and sell the variety for a specified 
royalty payment on each plant sold. 
Our extensive programs of plant 
breeding, hybridizing and explora- 
tion are financed through the collec- 
tion of such royalties by patent 
owners. This is the purpose which 
Congress had in mind back in 1790 
when it passed the original patent 
act, and again in 1930 when it 
approved the Plant Patent Act. Such 
protection of scientific discovery is 
the incentive and reward for which 
all patent laws are designed. 


Perhaps the biggest and most ex- 
citing research work that can be at- 
tributed to the protection of the 
plant patent law is the extensive pro- 
gram of rose breeding, exploration 
and development carried out in the 
United States. 

Take for example the firm of 
Jackson & Perkins. They spend 
more than a half. million dollars a 
year on plant research. Prior to 
1940 this company was entirely in 
the wholesale nursery business, but 
their garden of new rose varieties at 
the New York World’s Fair created 
so much interest that they went into 
the retail mail order business.

It has been estimated that each 
new rose variety put on the market 
represents a research investment of

great contribution to gardening 
through his development of the 
floribunda rose.

most widely planted rose from Arm- 
strong’s vast breeding program is the 
hybrid tea CHARLOTTE ARMSTRONG, 
patented in 1941. 

Despite the high cost of research, 
the prospect of financial rewards 
through patenting has encouraged 
nurseries to search the world for 
improved plants. The world’s finest 
plant breeders and hybridizers send 
their best new varieties to American 
firms for observation. This is one 
way in which Conard-Pyle of West 
Grove, Pennsylvania, gets new roses. 
They obtain the American rights to 
foreign introductions. PEACE, prob- 
ably the best-known rose of all, was 
originally sold in France under the 
name MME. MEILLAND—named for 
the wife of Francis Meilland, the 
hybridizer who created it. 


Conard-Pyle introduced PEACE in 
the United States and obtained a 
patent on it and then licensed other 
Un- 
official reports claim it proved so 
popular that royalties paid to the 
Meilland family were $500,000. 
Thus, the discoverer of an outstand- 
ing plant variety was well rewarded, 
just as an inventor would be re- 
warded for an exceptionally fine new 
mechanical product.

Plants Out-of- 
the Ordinary 


by C. W. WOOD 
Copemish, Michigan 


Dipladenia amoena: The dogbane 
family has assumed many curious 
forms and a few lovely ones. Of the 
latter, Dipladenia, a genus of thirty or 
more tropical plants, mostly twining 
shrubs, has special interest for the 
operator of small greenhouses or large 
window gardens. And they may be suc- 
cessfully grown in smaller space than 
old-time gardeners thought possible. 
They usually grew them trained on 
twine to the top of the greenhouse 
from plants in 12-inch pots. Old-time 
gardeners also thought that the plants 
needed a high temperature and a 
complicated soil mixture to succeed. 
Modern practice has found that a soil 
made up of about equal portions of 
very fibrous peat and sand, with 
enough charcoal added to keep the 
mixture sweet and open will serve 
very well. And it has also been found 
that a night temperature of 55°, with 
a daytime rise to perhaps 70° is suffi- 
cient. That treatment, with plenty of 
moisture during their active growing 
season, should produce beauty during 
the long flowering season. 

The entry in the current Logee 
(Logee’s Greenhouses, 55 North Street, 
Danielson, Conn.) catalog of Dipla- 
denia amoena is what prompted this 
note. This is a pretty slender climber 
with attractive, crinkled, oblong leaves 
and charming buds opening into lovely, 
funnel-shaped flowers of rose-pink, 
somewhat similar to a morning glory. 
I think you will like it. 

Rose Dresden: I would be the first 
to admit that I am not exactly an 
expert rose judge, but I believe I know 
quality when I see it. (You will admit 
that the number of perpendicular pro- 
nouns in the preceding sentence qualify 
me for something.) And I am sure that 
I see quality of high degree in the new 
hybrid tea rose DrespEN, which I 
saw in the Monroe Nursery, Monroe, 
Michigan, last summer. The first thing 
that struck me was its healthy-looking 
foliage, dark green and vigorous, and 
it is said to be very disease resistant. 
Of course, a rose is primarily grown 
for its flower, and there DRESDEN was 
really outstanding—a large flower of 
full petalage (sixty, or more, I was 
told), splendid shape, and an entranc- 
ing color—white with pale pink.®
